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REPORT. 



Board op Railroad Commissioners, 
Office, City and County of San Francisco, 

December, 1900. 

To His Excellency Henry T. Gage, Governor of the State of California : 

Sir : In compliance with the requirements of the Consti1?tition of the 
State, which provides that "said Commission shall report to the Gov- 
ernor annually their proceedings and such other facts as may be deemed 
important," this Commission begs leave to submit herewith its annual 
report for. the year ending December 31, 1900, including also the pro- 
ceedings of 1899. 

The constitutional provisions establishing this Board and conferring 
upon it its jurisdiction; the statute under which the Board is organized 
and defining its powers; together with the rules and procedure adopted 
and now in force for its government, are as follows: 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 

[From the Constitution of the State of California.] 

ARTICLE XII. Corpobations. 

Section 17. All railroad, canal, and other transportation companies are declared to be 
common carriers, and subject to legislative control. Any association or corporation, 
organized for the purpose under the laws of this State, shall have the right to connect 
at the State line with railroads of other States. Every railroad company shall have the 
right with its road to intersect, connect with, or cross any other railroad, and shall 
receive and transport each the other's passengers, tonnage, and cars, without delay or 
discrimination. 

Sbo. 18. No president, director, officer, agent, or employe" of any railroad or canal 
company shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in the furnishing of material or 
supplies to such company, nor in the business of transportation as a common carrier of 
freight or passengers over the works owned, leased, controlled, or worked by such com- 
pany, except such interest in the business of transportation as lawfully flows from the 
ownership of stock therein. 

Sec. 19. No railroad or other transportation company shall grant free passes, or 
passes or tickets at a discount, to any person holding any office of honor, trust, or 
profit in this State ; and the acceptance of any such pass or ticket by a member of the 
Legislature, or any public officer, other than Railroad Commissioner, shall work a 
forfeiture of his office. 

Sec. 20. No railroad company or other common carrier shall combine or make any 
contract with the owners of any vessel that leaves port or makes port in this State, or 
with any common carrier, by which combination or contract the earnings of one doing 
the carrying are to be shared by the other not doing the carrying. And whenever a 
railroad corporation shall, for the purpose of competing with any other common 
carrier, lower its rates for transportation of passengers or freight from one point to 
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another, such reduced rates shall not be again raised or increased from such standard 
without the consent of the governmental authority in which shall be vested the power 
to regulate fares and freights. 

Sec. 21. No discrimination in charges or facilities for transportation shall be made 
by any railroad or other transportation company between places or persons, or in the 
facilities for the transportation of the same classes of freight or passengers within this 
State, or coming from or going to any other State. Persons and property transported 
over any railroad, or by any other transportation company or individual, shall be 
delivered at any station, landing, or port, at charges not exceeding the charges for the 
transportation of persons and property of the same class, in the same direction, to any 
more distant station, port, or landing. Excursion and commutation tickets may be 
issued at special rates. 

Sxc. 22. The State shall be divided into three districts as nearly equal in population 
as practicable, in each of which one Railroad Commissioner shall be elected by the 
qualified electors thereof at the regular gubernatorial elections, whose salary shall be 
fixed by law, and whose term of office shall be four years, commencing on the first 
Monday after the first day of January next succeeding their election. Said Commis- 
sioners shall be qualified electors of this State and of the district from which they are 
elected, and shall not be interested in any railroad corporation, or other transportation 
company, as stockholder, creditor, agent, attorney, or employ^; and the act of a 
majority of said Commissioners shall be deemed the act of said Commission. Said Com- 
missioners shall have the power, and ,it shall be their duty, to establish rates of charges 
for the transportation of passengers and freight by railroad or other transportation 
companies, and publish the same from time to time, with such changes as they may 
make ; to examine the books, records, and papers of all railroad and other transportation 
companies, and for this purpose they shall have power to issue subpoenas and all 
other necessary process ; to hear and determine complaints against railroad and other 
transportation companies, to send for persons and papers, to administer oaths, take 
testimony, and punish for contempt of their orders and processes, in the same manner 
and to the same extent as courts of record, and enforce their decisions and correct 
abuses through the medium of the courts. Said Commissioners shall prescribe 
a uniform system of accounts to be kept by all such corporations and companies. 
Any railroad corporation or transportation company which shall fail or refuse to 
conform to such rates as shall be established by such Commissioners, or shall charge 
rates in excess thereof, or shall fail to keep their accounts in accordance with the 
system prescribed by the Commission, shall be fined not exceeding twenty thou- 
sand dollars for each offense ; and every officer, agent, or employe" of any such corpo- 
ration or company, who shall demand or receive rates in excess thereof, or who 
shall in any manner violate the provisions of this section, shall be fined not exceed- 
ing five thousand dollars, or be imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding one year. 
In all controversies, civil or criminal, the rates of fares and freights established by said 
Commission shall be deemed conclusively just and reasonable, and in any action against 
such corporation or company for damages sustained by charging excessive rates, the 
plaintiff, in addition to the actual damage, may, in the discretion of the judge or jury, 
recover exemplary damages. Said Commission shall report to the Governor, annually, 
their proceedings, and such other facts as may be deemed important. Nothing in this 
section shall prevent individuals from maintaining actions against any of such compa- 
nies. The Legislature may, in addition to any penalties herein prescribed, enforce this 
article by forfeiture of charter or otherwise, and may confer such further powers on the 
Commissioners as shall be necessary to enable them to perform the duties enjoined on 
them in this and the foregoing section. The Legislature shall have power, by a two- 
thirds vote of all the members elected to each house, to remove any one or more of said 
Commissioners from office, for dereliction of duty, or corruption, or incompetency; and 
whenever, from any cause, a vacancy in office shall occur in said Commission, the Gov- 
ernor shall fill the same by the appointment of a qualified person thereto, who shall hold 
office for the residue of the unexpired term, and until his successor shall have been 
elected and qualified. 
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[From Statutes of California, 1880.] 

Chapter LVII. — An Act to Compel Railroad Corporations, or Individuals Owning Rail- 
roads, to Operate their Roads. [Approved April 15, 1880.] 

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 

enact as follows : 

Section 1. From and after the completion of any railroad, or the completion of 
such portion thereof capable of being operated, it shall be the duty of the corporation 
or individual owning the same, to operate it ; and upon the failure of said corporation or 
individual so owning said road to keep the same, or any part thereof, in full operation 
for the period of six months, its or his right to operate the same in whole or in part, as 
the case may be, shall be forfeited, and the lands occupied for the purposes of its or his 
road, so far as the same shall not be operated, shall revert to the original owners, or 
their successors in interest. A railroad shall be deemed to be in full operation when 
one passenger train, or one mixed train, is run over it once each day in each direction, 
and a sufficient number of freight trains to accommodate the traffic on said road. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall not be construed to apply to a case where the operation of a 
road is prevented by the act of God, nor to a case where the operation of said road 
together with its branch or trunk lines, does not yield income sufficient to defray the 
expenses of maintaining and operating the same in connection with its said branch or 
trunk lines. 

Sec. 3. The Railroad Commissioners of the State of California shall have the power 
to examine and determine the question whether said road, together with its said branch 
and trunk lines, does or does not yield income sufficient to operate the same. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect immediately. 

[From Statutes of California, 1880.] 

Chapter LIX. — An Act to Organize and Define the Powers of the Board of Railroad 

Commissioners. [Approved April 15, 1880.] 

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 

enact as follows : 

Section 1. The three persons elected Railroad Commissioners pursuant to the pro- 
visions of section twenty-two of article twelve of the Constitution of this State, con- 
stitute, and shall be known and designated as the " Board of Railroad Commissioners 
of the State of California." They shall have power to elect one of their number Presi- 
dent of said Board, to appoint a Secretary, to appoint a Bailiff, who shall perform the 
duties of Janitor; also to employ a stenographer, whenever they may deem it expedient. 

Sec. 2. The salary of each Commissioner shall be four thousand dollars per annum ; 
the salary of the Secretary shall be twenty-four hundred dollars per annum ; the salary 
of the Bailiff shall be twelve hundred dollars per annum ; such salaries to be paid by 
the State of California in the same manner as the salaries of State officers are paid. 
The stenographer shall receive a reasonable compensation for his services, the amount 
to be fixed by the State Board of Examiners, and paid by the State. Said Commission- 
ers, and the persons in their official employment, when traveling in the performance of 
their official duties, shall have their traveling expenses other than transportation paid, 
the amount to be passed on by the State Board of Examiners, and paid by the State. 
Said Board of Railroad Commissioners shall be allowed one hundred dollars per month 
for office rent, and fifty dollars per month for fuel, lights, postage, expressage, sub- 
scriptions to publications upon the subject of transportation, and other incidental 
expenses, to be paid by the State ; provided, that all moneys remaining unexpended at 
the expiration of each fiscal year shall be returned to the State Treasury. Said Board 
is further authorized to expend not to exceed four hundred dollars for office furniture 
and fixtures, to be paid by the State. The State shall furnish said Board with all neces- 
sary stationery and printing, upon requisitions signed by the President of said Board. 

Sec 3. Said Commissioners, and the persons in their official employment, shall, when 
in the performance of their official duties, have the right to pass free of charge on all 
railroads, steamers, ships, vessels, and boats, and on all vehicles employed in or by 
any railroad or other transportation company engaged in the transportation of freight 
and passengers within the State. 
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Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Attorney-General and the District Attorney in 
every county, on request of said Board, to institute and prosecute, and to appear and 
to defend, for said Board, in any and all suits and proceedings which they or either of 
them shall be requested by said Board to institute and prosecute, and to appear in all 
suits and proceedings to which the Board is a party shall have precedence over all other 
business, except criminal business ; provided, that said Board shall have the power to 
employ additional counsel to assist said Attorney-General, or said District Attorney, or 
otherwise, when in their judgment the exigencies of the case may so require, the fees 
and expenses of said additional counsel to be determined by the State Board of Exam- 
iners, and paid by the State. 

Sec. 5. The office of said Board shall be in the City of San Francisco. Said office 
shall always be open (legal holidays and non-judicial days excepted). The Board shall 
hold its sessions at least once a month in said City of San Francisco, and at such other 
times and such other places within this State as may be expedient. The sessions of 
said Board shall be public, and when held at a place other than the office in the City of 
San Francisco, notice thereof shall be published once a week for two successive weeks 
before the commencement of such session, in a newspaper published in the county 
where such session is to be held ; and if no newspaper is published in such county, then 
in a newspaper published in an adjacent county, such publication to be paid by the 
State in the manner as other publications authorized by law are paid. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall have a seal, to be devised by its members, or a majority 
thereof. Such seal shall have the following inscription surrounding it: " Railroad 
Commission, State of California." The seal shall be affixed only to, first, writs; 
second, authentications of a copy of a record or other proceedings, or copy of a docu- 
ment on file in the office of said Commission. 

Sec. 7. The process issued by said Board shall extend to all parts of the State. The 
Board shall have power to issue writs of summons and of subpoena in like manner as 
courts of record. The summons shall direct the defendant to appear and answer within 
fifteen days from the day of service. The necessary process issued by the Board may 
be served in any county in this State by the Bailiff of the Board, or by any person 
authorized to serve process of courts of record. 

Sec. 8. The Secretary of said Board shall issue all process and notices required to 
be issued, and do and perform such other duties as the Board may prescribe. The 
Bailiff shall preserve order during the sessions of said Board, and shall have authority 
to make arrests for disturbances. He shall also have authority, and it shall be his duty, 
to serve all process, orders, and notices issued by said Board when directed by the 
President, and make return of the same. 

Sec. 9. All complaints before said Board shall be in writing and under oath. All 
decisions of said Board shall be given in writing, and the grounds of the decisions shall 
be stated. A record of the proceedings of said Board shall be kept, and the evidence 
of persons appearing before said Board shall be preserved. 

Sec 10. Whenever the Board shall render any decision within the purview and pur- 
suant to the authority vested in said Board by section twenty-two of article twelve of 
the Constitution, said Board, or the person, co-partnership, company, or corporation 
making the complaint upon which such decision was rendered, is authorized to sue 
upon such decision in any court of competent jurisdiction in this State. 

Sec. 11. Whenever said Board, in the discharge of its duties, shall establish or adopt 
rates of charges for the transportation of passengers and freight, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Constitution, said Board shall serve a printed schedule of such rates, and 
of any changes that may be made in such rates, upon the person, co-partnership, com- 
pany, or corporation affected thereby ; and upon such service, it shall be the duty of 
such person, co-partnership, company, or corporation to immediately cause copies of 
the same to be posted in all its offices, station-houses, warehouses, and landing offices 
affected by such rates, or change of rates, in such manner as to be accessible to public 
inspection during usual business hours. Said Board shall also make such further pub- 
lication thereof as they shall deem proper and necessary for the public good. If the 
party to be served, as hereinbefore provided, be a corporation, such service may be 
made upon the President, Vice-President, Secretary, or Managing Agent thereof, and 
if a co-partnership, upon any partner thereof. The rates of charges established or 
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adopted by said Board, pursuant to the Constitution and this Act, shall go into force 
and effect on the twentieth day after service of said schedule of rates, or changes in 
rates, upon the person, co-partnership, company, or corporation affected thereby, as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 12. When jurisdiction is, by the Constitution, conferred on the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners, all the means necessary to carry it into effect are also conferred on 
said Board ; and when, in the exercise of j urisdiction within the purview of the authority 
conferred on said Board by the Constitution, the course of proceeding be not specifically 
pointed out, any suitable process or mode of proceeding may be adopted by the Board 
which may appear most conformable to the spirit of the Constitution. 

Sec. 13. The said Board shall, immediately after entering upon the performance 
of its duties, demand and receive from the Transportation Commissioner* appointed 
under an Act approved April first, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, section nine, 
chapter one, all public property belonging to the office of said Transportation Commis- 
sioner, in his possession, or under his control, and it is hereby made his duty to deliver 
the same to the said Board. 

Sec. 14. The term " transportation companies" shall be deemed to mean and 
include : 

First — All companies owning and operating railroads (other than street railroads) 
within this State. 

Second— All companies owning and operating steamshipsjengaged in the transporta- 
tion of freight or passengers from and to ports within this State. 

Third — All companies owning and operating steamboats used in transporting 
freight or passengers upon the rivers or inland waters of this State. 

The word " company," as used in this Act, shall be deemed to mean and include 
corporations, associations, partnerships, trustees, agents, assignees, and individuals. 
Whenever any railroad company owns and operates, in connection with its road and 
for the purpose of transporting its cars, freight, or passengers, any steamer or other 
watercraft, such steamer or other watercraft shall be deemed a part of its said road. 
Whenever any steamship or steamboat company owns and operates any barge, canal- 
boat, steamer, tug, ferry-boat, or lighter in connection with its ships or boats, the things 
so owned and operated shall be deemed to be part of its main line. 

Sec. 15. The salaries of the Commissioners, Secretary, Bailiff, and all other officers 
and attaches in any manner employed by the Board of Commissioners, and all expenses 
of any kind created under this Act, shall be paid out of any money in the General Fund 
not otherwise appropriated, and the Controller of State is hereby authorized and 
directed to draw his warrants from time to time for such purposes, and the State Treas- 
urer is hereby authorized and directed to pay the same. 

Sec. 16. This Act shall take effect immediately. 



RULES OF THE BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 

The Railroad Commissioners of the State of California hereby adopt the following 
rules to govern the exercise of the judicial power conferred upon the Commissioners by 
the State Constitution, and the laws made in pursuance thereof: 

Rule I. Any person believing himself aggrieved by any railroad or other transpor- 
tation company, in any particular, may file his complaint against such railroad or 
transportation company with the Secretary of the Commissioners. The Secretary must 
indorse on the complaint the day, month, and year that it is filed, and must, at the 
request of the person filing the same, issue a summons thereon. 

Rule II. The summons must be directed to the defendant, must be signed by the 
Secretary, and attested by the seal of the Commissioners, and must contain : 

1. The names of the parties to the proceeding. 

2. A statement of the nature of the complaint. 

3. A direction that the defendant appear and answer it within fifteen days after 
service thereof. 
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Rule III. The summons may be served by the Bailiff of the Commissioners, or by 
any citizen of the State, and shall be served by delivering a copy thereof, together with 
a copy of the complaint, to the defendant, or if the defendant is a corporation, to the 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, or Managing Agent thereof. Proof of service of sum- 
mons and complaint must be as follows : 

1. If made by the Bailiff, his certificate thereof. 

2. If by any other person, his affidavit thereof. 

Rule IV. From the time of the service of sqmmons and copy of complaint, the Com- 
missioners shall be deemed to have acquired jurisdiction of the parties and subject- 
matter. The voluntary appearance of the defendant is equivalent to personal service. 

Rule V. The complaint must contain : 

1. The names of the parties to the proceeding. 

2. A statement of the cause of complaint, in ordinary and concise language, giving 
such particulars of time, place, and circumstances as may enable the defendant to answer 
the same intelligently. 

3. A demand of the relief claimed. 

Rule VI. The complainant may write several causes of complaint in the same com- 
plaint, but the causes so united must be separately stated. 

Rule VII. The defendant may, within the time required in the summons to answer, 
object to the complaint upon the following grounds : 

1. That it does not state facts sufficient to authorize the proceedings. 

2. That it contains more than one cause of action, and that such causes are not 
separately stated. 

3. That it is ambiguous, uncertain, or unintelligible. 

Rule VIII. If the objection is sustained, the complainant may, within ten days 
thereafter, amend his complaint. If the objection is overruled, the defendant may, 
within ten days thereafter, answer the complaint. 

Rule IX. The answer of the defendant may contain : 

1. A general or specific denial of the allegations of the complaint controverted by him. 

2. A statement of any new matter of defense, or in mitigation or explanation of the 
charges made in the complaint. 

Rule X. The complainant may, within ten days after the service of the answer, object 
to the same as insufficient, and if the objection is sustained, the defendant may, within 
ten days thereafter, amend his answer. 

Rule XI. The complaint, answer, and demurrer must be subscribed by the party or 
by some attorney at law in his behalf. If the complaint is verified, the answer must be 
verified in the same manner, by the persons and in the form required by the Code of 
Civil Procedure in civil cases. 

Rule XII. The provisions of Sections 452, 453, 462, 463, 464, 465, 469, 470, 471, 472, 473, 
475, and 476 of the Code of Civil Procedure shall be applicable to pleadings before these 
Commissioners. 

Rule XIII. If the defendant fails to appear and answer the complaint, the Com- 
missioners shall render such decision thereon, within the relief demanded in the com- 
plaint, as the facts may warrant. 

Rule XIV. The Secretary of the Commissioners must keep a calendar of the pro- 
ceedings at issue, according to the date of service of the summons ; and Sections 594, 
595, and 596 of the Code qf Civil Procedure shall be applicable to the proceedings to be 
had after said proceedings are entered on the calendar. 

Rule XV. Any party to such proceeding, feeling aggrieved at the decision of the 
Commissioners, may, within sixty days after such decision, apply to the Commissioners 
for a rehearing ; such application shall be in writing, and shall be filed with the Secre- 
tary. The application may be made upon any or all of the following grounds : 
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1. Irregularity in the proceedings or abuse of discretion, by which the party was 
prevented from haying a fair rehearing. 

2. Accident or surprise which ordinary prudence could not have guarded against. 

3. Newly discovered evidence, material for the party mating the application, which 
could not with reasonable diligence have been discovered and produced at the trial. 

4. Insufficiency of evidence to justify the decision, or that it is against law. 

5.- Error of law occurring on the trial. Sections 658, 659, and 660 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure shall be applicable to such rehearing. 

Rule XVI. Sections 668, 669, and 670 of the Code of Civil Procedure shall be appli- 
cable to the entry of the decisions of these Commissioners. 

Rule XVII. The provisions of Part IV of the Code of Civil Procedure, relating to 
the general principles, kinds and degrees, production, and effect of evidence, and of the 
rights and duties of witnesses, shall be applicable to proceedings before these Commis- 
sioners. 

Rule XVIII. The word " person" in these rules includes corporations and firms; 
the singular, the plural ; and the masculine, the feminine and neuter genders. 

Rule XIX. These rules may be amended at any regular meeting of the Commis- 
sioners, and amendments so made shall go into effect sixty days thereafter. 

Rule XX. These rules shall be in force from and after the first day of July, 1881. 

Since the organization of this Commission, to wit: January 3, 1899, 
it has been its aim to assist shippers, and others, when differences have 
arisen between them and the various railroad companies; and, when- 
ever possible, to bring about satisfactory results without the filing of a 
formal complaint. In many instances, amicable adjustments have been 
thus made. 



PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD. 



The new members met in the office of the Commission, in the 
Chronicle Building, San Francisco, on January 3, 1899, there being 
present Commissioner E. B. Edson, First District; C. S. Laumeister, 
Second District; and N. Blackstock, Third District. 

On motion of Commissioner Blackstock, the Board proceeded to per- 
manent organization. 

Commissioner Edson was unanimously elected President; William T. 
Sesnon, Secretary; Peter Foley, Bailiff; and J. D. Brown, Stenographer. 
(Note. — Upon the resignation of J. D. Brown, Stenographer, March 22, 
1898, Mrs. A. S. Houston was unanimously chosen to fill his place.) 

It was unanimously adopted that the Board hold regular meetings on 
the second Monday of each and every month, commencing in February, 
1899. 
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PULLMAN'S PALACE GAR COMPANY. 

The attention of the Board being called to the following resolution, 
relative to the Pullman's Palace Car Company: 

San Fbancisco, September 14, 1898, 

Whereas, The Pullman's Palace Car Company is a corporation, organized under the 
laws of the State of Illinois, and is, and for many years last past has been, engaged in 
the business of transporting passengers from one place to another in this State, upon 
the cars owned in whole or in part by it ; and, 

Whereas, This Board has the power and it is its duty to establish rates of charges 
for the transportation of passengers by the said Pullman's Palace Car Company upon 
its said cars within this State; and, 

Whebeas, For the purpose of establishing such rates of charges for the transporta- 
tion of passengers by said corporation as aforesaid, this Board has the power, and it is 
its duty to examine the books, records, and papers of said Pullman's Palace Car Com- 
pany, relating to the business transacted by it within this State ; and, 

Whebeas, An investigation by this Board of the books, records, and papers aforesaid 
of the said corporation, for the purpose aforesaid, is, and is hereby declared to be, 
necessary ; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Board proceed forthwith to make such an examination of the 
books, records, and papers aforesaid of the said corporation, the Pullman's Palace Car 
Company, for the purpose aforesaid, as by this Board is deemed and considered neces- 
sary ; and be it further 

Resolved, That for the purpose of said investigation the Secretary of this Board be 
and he is hereby directed and instructed to issue forthwith, in the name of and under 
the seal of this Board, a subpoena directed to the Pullman's Palace Car Company, and to 
its Superintendent, Jesse P. Meehan, whose place of business is in the City and County of 
San Francisco, State of California, and to serve said subpoena forthwith upon the said 
Pullman's Palace Car Company, and its said Superintendent, and make immediate 
return to this Board of such service. 

DEMURRER OF THE PULLMAN'S PALACE CAR COMPANY IN REPLY. 

Office of the Pullman's Palace Cab Company, 
San Fbancisco, October 12, 1898. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California: 

Gentlemen : In response to your subpoena, directed to this Company and its Division 
Superintendent, permit the Company to state these facts to you : 

This Company is not and never was a railroad or other transportation company. It 
is advised that your Honorable Board has no jurisdiction over it, and hence it is not 
under any obligation to make further response to your subpoena. You will of course 
understand, gentlemen, that in taking this course the Company does not mean any 
disrespect whatever to your Honorable Board. The Company will be pleased, should 
you so desire, to furnish you at your convenience with a copy of the articles of incor- 
poration, and any information it has upon the subject, in order to aid you in passing 
upon the jurisdictional question involved.

Coogan, attorney for the Pullman's Palace Car Company, and Attorney- 
General T. L. Ford, requesting their presence on said day. 
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On January 5, 1899, the hearing of the case being called, Mr. T. C. 
Coogan appeared as attorney for the Car Company, and Mr. George A. 
Sturtevant, Deputy Attorney-General, on behalf of the Commission. 

Mr. Coogan explained to the Board the status of the case and the 
position taken by his company relative to the jurisdiction of this Com- 
mission. 

The Attorney- General being unfamiliar with the case and the matters 
involved therein, the following resolution was offered by Commissioner 
Blackstock, and unanimously adopted: 

That the Attorney-General be requested to formulate and submit to the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners an opinion with reference to the point raised by the demurrer 
or objection on the part of the Pullman's Palace Car Company with reference to the 
jurisdiction of the Board. 

It was further moved, and adopted, that the matters involved therein 
be set for hearing on February 14, 1899. 

OPINION OP ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

State of California, Attorney-General's Office, 

San Francisco, January 30, 1899. 

Board of Railroad Commissioners, San Francisco, California: 

Gentlemen : In answer to your request for an opinion as to whether or not your 
Board has jurisdiction over the Pullman's Palace Car Company, I beg leave to submit 
the following in answer to your question : 

By Section 4 of an Act to incorporate Pullman's Palace Car Company, the same 
being an Act of Legislature of the State of Illinois, approved February 22, 1867, it is pro- 
vided as follows : 

"The said corporation shall have power to manufacture, construct, and purchase rail- 
way cars with all convenient appendages and supplies for persons traveling therein, 
ana the same may sell or use, or permit to be used, in sucn manner and upon such 
terms as the said company may think fit and proper." 

If your Honorable Board has jurisdiction over the Pullman's Palace Car Company it 
must find that authority in Section 22 of Article XII of our Constitution, which, among 
other things, provides as follows : 

" Said Commissioners shall have the power, and it shall be their duty, to establish 
rates of charges for the transportation of passengers and freight by railroads and other 
transportation companies, and publish the same from time to time, with such changes 
as they may make ; to examine the books, records, and papers of all railroads and other 
transportation companies ; * * * to hear and determine complaints against 
railroad and other transportation companies." 

And also provides a penalty for the failure of any railroad corporation or transporta- 
tion company to conform to such rates as shall be established by such Commissioners, 
-etc. 

If, by the language used in the above provision, the framers of the Constitution 
meant railroads and other transportation companies, which are ordinarily known as 
commercial railroads, then the Pullman's Palace Car Company is not subject to your 
jurisdiction; but if by the term "other transportation companies" is meant any and 
all companies in anywise interested in transportation of passengers, freights, or parcels, 
then possibly you have jurisdiction over the Pullman's Palace Car Company ; but it will 
be noted from the articles of incorporation of said Company that the Company may not 
own a railroad and that they may not carry passengers for hire, and if they do then 
they are exceeding their authority and are usurping the franchises of operating such 
railroad or carrying such passengers for hire. However, it is generally known that the 
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Pullman's Palace Car Company is in the business of furnishing and renting cars to rait 
road companies, and, further, charging passengers on railroad cars for sleeping accom- 
modations, etc., and the question presented for opinion in this case is whether your 
Honorable Board has jurisdiction over the said Pullman's Palace Car Company in such 
matters. 

The Legislature, at its first session after the adoption of the present Constitution, 
passed the Act of April 15, 1880, entitled "An Act to organize and define the powers of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners " (Stats. 1880, p. 207). 

Section 14 of that Act provides that the term " transportation companies " shall be 
deemed to mean and include " all companies owning and operating railroads (other 
than street railroads) within this State." Until very recently this definition given by 
the Act of 1880 has been acquiesced in by the Railroad Commissioners. I consider the- 
question upon principle without reference to the Act of 1880 ; and particularly for the 
reason that it was not, in my opinion, within the power of the Legislature to limit the 
meaning of the words used in the Constitution. It is for the Courts and not for the- 
Legislature to define them. If the word "railroad," as used in Section 22 of Article 
XII, when properly construed, includes street railroads, express companies, and such 
companies as the Pullman's Palace Car Company, the Legislature had no power to say 
that it did not include them. It is obvious that the context to be considered in deter, 
mining the meaning of the word "railroad " in Section 22 consists not only of that sec- 
tion, but also of all the other sections of the article in which the word is used. 

Sections 17, 20, and 21, of the same article are as follows : 

" Section 17. All railroad, canal, and other transportation companies are declared to- 
be common carriers, and subject to legislative control. Any association or corporation, 
organized for the purpose, under the laws of this State, shall have the right to connect 
at the State line with railroads of other States. Every railroad company shall have the 
right with its road to intersect, connect, enter, or cross any other railroad, and shall 
receive and transport each other's passengers, tonnage, and cars, without delay or dis- 
crimination. 

"Section 20. No railroad or other common carrier shall combine or make contract 
with the owners of any vessel that leaves port or makes port in this State, or with any 
common carrier, by which combination or contract the earnings of one doing the car- 
rying are to be shared by the other not doing the carrying. And whenever a railroad 
corporation shall, for the purpose of competing with any other common carrier, lower 
its rates for transportation of passengers or freight from one point to another, such 
reduced rates shall not be again raised or increased from such standard without the- 
consent of the governmental authority in which shall be invested the power to regulate 
fares and freights. 

" Section 21. No discrimination in charges or facilities for transportation shall be 
made by any railroad or other transportation company between places or persona 
or in the facilities for the transportation of the same classes of freight or passen- 
gers within the State, or coming from or going to any other State. Persons and 
property transported over any railroad, or by any other transportation company or indi- 
vidual, shall be delivered at any station, landing, or port, at charges not exceeding the 
charges for transportation of persons and property of the same class, in the same direc- 
tion, to any more distant station, port, or landing. Excursion and commutation tickets 
may be issued at special rates." 

It appears conclusively by the sections just quoted that the railroad companies men- 
tioned in Section 22 are those organized to transport passengers and freight over the- 
railroads of commerce, and do not include street railroad corporations. Unless there 
is something in the language used to warrant a different interpretation, the word 
" railroad " must have the same meaning in all the sections of the same article. Upon 
what principle of construction can it be held that the word "railroad" in Section 22" 
has a more enlarged signification than it has in Sections 17, 20, and 21? As was said by 
Mr. Justice Shiras, in an analogous case : 

" It is clearly apparent that of these sections, at least nine have no application to- 
street railways; and why, therefore, should it be held that the other two, to wit: Sec- 
tions 7 and 9, were intended to include street railways, when they are not named therein, 
and the same words, to wit: 'railroad companies,' are used in these sections as are 
employed in the non-applying sections? Upon what theory can the Court rightfully 
enlarge the meaning of the words 'railroad company,' as used in Sections 7 and 9, over 
the plain construction applicable to these same woras when used in the other sections 
of the statute? There is clearly nothing in the language of these sections or in the- 
context that gives support to the contention that the Legislature intended these sections- 
to apply to a class of corporations not included in the other sections of the Act." 

Manhattan Trust Co. vs. Sioux City Ry. Co., 68 Fed. Rep. 85. 
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I the term "railroad," as used in Section 22, does not include street railways, express 
companies, etc., neither does the phrase "other transportation companies." It is true 
that they are all transportation companies, but the connection in which the term 
"transportation company" is used shows that it is to be limited to those companies of 
the same general kind indicated by the preceding word "railroad." 

" Where two or more words, susceptible of analogous meaning, are coupled together, 
noscitur a sociis. When the language of the Act itself points to the associated word as 
interpreting the more general ones, the application of the rule is obvious. But even in 
the aosence of such a clear manifestation of intent, associated words are understood to 
be used in the cognate sense. They take, as it were, their color from each other ; that is, 
the more general is restricted to a sense analogous to the less general. 

Endlich on the Interpretation of Statutes, Sec. 400. 

To the same effect, see Sutherland on Statutory Construction, Sec. 262. 

Words, however general, are to be limited with respect to the subject-matter in 
relation to which they are used and also to the same genus as the specific words that 
precede them. 

" When particular words are followed by general ones, as after the enumeration of 
several classes of persons or things, the words are added, ' and all others,' these general 
words are restricted in meaning to objects of the like kind with those specified." 

Bishop on Statutory Crimes, Sec. 245 ; 

Sutherland on Statutory Construction, Sec. 268 ; 

St. Louis vs. Laughlin, 49 Mo. 559. 

Any other construction would result in holding that the Railroad Commissioners 
have power to regulate the charges of baggage express companies and hackney coach 
companies, and what is said regarding street railroads can with much more force be said 
with regard to the Pullman's Palace Car Company, for that Company does not operate 
cars in any manner. 

I am therefore led to the conclusion that the Board of Railroad Commissioners has 
no jurisdiction over the Pullman's Palace Car Company, and I so advise you.

DECISION OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 

The questions involved herein having been taken under advisement 
by the Commission, the following order and decision, presented by Com- 
missioner Blackstock, were unanimously adopted: 

Before the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California. 
In the matter of the Pullman's Palace Car Company. 

This matter coming on regularly to be heard before the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of California, on the 5th day of January, 1899, and the same being 
orally argued by the counsel for the Pullman's Palace Car Company, and by George A. 
Sturtevant, Esq., Deputy Attorney-General, and leave was thereupon taken by the 
attorney for said Pullman's Palace Car Company to file and submit briefs with the 
Commission, and it being desired by the Commission that the Attorney-General should 
be fully advised in the premises, it was ordered that copies of the said brief submitted 
by the attorney for said Company should be served upon the Attorney-General, and 
upon motion, duly seconded, it was ordered that the Attorney-General be, and he was 
thereupon, requested to submit to the Board his opinion, in writing, as to whether or 
not the Constitution and laws of the State of California provide that the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners of the State of California should take jurisdiction of the matter of 
fixing the rates of sleeping-car companies doing business within said State. 

On the 13th day of February, 1899, the Attorney-General submitted his opinion in 
writing, in which he holds that the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of 
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California has no jurisdiction over the, Pullman's Palace Gar Company, or to fix the 
rates and fares for companies or persons engaged in the business of furnishing accom- 
modations to the traveling public, such as is usually furnished by sleeping-car com- 
panies. 

Now, therefore, the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California, 
being fully advised in the premises, determines and decides that it has no jurisdiction 
to fix the rates and fares of the said Pullman's Palace Car Company, and the resolution 
of September 14, 1898, is hereby rescinded, annulled, and repealed. 

So ordered, this 13th day of March, 1899. 



OWEN SULLIVAN vs. COLUSA & LAKE RAILROAD COMPANY. 

COMPLAINT. 
Before the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California. 

In the matter of the Colusa & Lake Railroad Company. 

Owen Sullivan makes this complaint against the Colusa & Lake Railroad Company, 
and for cause of complaint alleges : 

I. That for more than ten years last past, complainant has resided and done business 
in the town and county of Colusa, State of California, and that he now resides, and is 
doing business therein. 

II. That the Colusa & Lake Railroad Company is a corporation duly organized and 
existing under the laws of the State of California ; that it has a railroad track in said 
county running from the town of Colusa to Colusa Junction, a point on the Northern 
Railway, with which it connects, thence to Sites, in said county, where it terminates. 

III. That at all times herein mentioned, the said Colusa & Lake Railroad Company 
has been, and is now, engaged in operating said railroad by running cars thereon, both 
freight and passenger, for hire. 

IV. That the length of said railroad between the town of Colusa and Colusa Junc- 
tion is ten miles, and the length of the same between Colusa Junction and Sites is 
twelve miles ; that the entire length of said road between the terminal points, to wit : 
the town of Colusa and Sites aforesaid, is twenty-two miles. 

V. That the said railroad company, ever since it first commenced operations, has 
charged and received, and is now charging and receiving, as a tariff or fare for carrying 
passengers, the regular fixed tariff or charge for each passenger between the town of 
Colusa and Colusa Junction, and vice versa, the sum of eighty (80) cents ; and between 
the town of Colusa and Sites, and vice versa, the sum of one and seventy-five one hun- 
dredths (1.75) dollars; that said charges are exorbitant, and largely in excess of the 
value of the service rendered, and is burdensome to the traveling public. 

VI. And complainant alleges, upon his information and belief, that a majority of 
stockholders of said corporation, and the entire traveling public, patrons of said rail- 
road, are desirous of having said passenger rates, or tariffs, reduced. 

Wherefore, complainant prays that this Honorable Board hear and consider this com- 
plaint, and thereon take such action as will cause said passenger tariffs or rates on said 
railroad to be reduced to an amount commensurate with the accommodation and 
service granted. And complainant will ever pray, etc.

Now comes the defendant above named and answers the complaint of said plaintiff 
on file herein : 

I. The defendant denies that the amount which said defendant has charged and 
received, or charged or received, and which said defendant is now charging and receiv- 
ing, or charging or receiving, as a traffic or fare, or otherwise, for carrying passengers, 
set out and referred to in plaintiff's complaint, are, or that any of them is, exorbitant, 
or largely in excess, or in excess at all, of the value of the services rendered, or that they 
are, or that any of them is, burdensome to the traveling public, or otherwise ; denies 
that the majority of the stockholders of said defendant are desirous of having said passen- 
ger rates or tariffs reduced ; and denies that the entire traveling public are desirous of 
having said passenger rates, or tariffs, reduced. 

II. And, for a further and separate answer and defense to said complaint, said 
defendant alleges : 

That the rates of fare and freight in force upon the road of said defendant have been 
fixed according to the circumstances and conditions surrounding the traffic, and with a 
careful regard thereto ; that the same are fair and reasonable ; that there has been at all 
times the utmost economy practiced in the operation of said road, and that the main- 
tenance and operation thereof is a great convenience to the public ; that the President, 
Vice-President, and Treasurer of said company receive no compensation whatever for 
their services ; that the aggregate salaries paid monthly to the Secretary, General Super- 
intendent (who also acts as conductor and purchasing agent), one conductor, two 
engineers, one mechanic, and one brakeman regularly employed by defendant, is the 
sum of $465, and that the average amount monthly paid to all other employes of said 
Company is the sum of $223; that the aforesaid rates of compensation paid to the 
officers and employes of said defendant are very low and very reasonable for the serv- 
ices performed ; and that the necessary employes for the operation of said road cannot 
be obtained for any less money ; 

That for the year ending November 30, 1898, the business of said defendant, upon the 
rates now in force, has not been sufficient to pay expenses, and is shown by the following 
tabulated statement which shows the receipts and disbursements of said defendants for 
said year, to wit :

That the said Colusa & Lake Railroad Company was organized on the 27th day of 
November, 1896 ; that the total amount of its capital stock issued and outstanding is 
$100,500, and that the whole thereof has been paid up ; that the said capital stock is 
distributed among eighty-two (82) stockholders ; 

That the amount of its outstanding indebtedness, incurred in the construction and 
equipment of its road, is the sum of $66,000, represented by interest-bearing bonds 
secured by deed of trust ; 

That the cost of its road and equipment to November 30, 1896, is the sum of 
$192,018.13 ; and that the cost of its buildings to the same date is $6,411.02 ; 

That the Colusa & Lake Railroad Company has never paid, and has never been able 
to pay, any dividends to its stockholders ; 

That the said defendant cannot operate and maintain its road in good repair, pay 
taxes, and provide for the payment of the interest on its indebtedness, if any reduction 
be made in its rates of fares or freight ; 

That the income received by said defendant, from the operation of its road and from 
all other sources, during its existence, upon the rates of fares and freight already 
established and in force since its organization, is not sufficient to pay any profit whatever 
upon the investment laid out and expended by its stockholders, and by said Company, 
in the construction and equipment of its road ; 

That there is no reason to expect any increase in the business of the Company during 
the current year, or during the ensuing year, such as would yield, at the present rates 
of fares and freight, any income sufficient to pay any profit whatever to its stockholders 
upon their said investment, after paying the necessary expenses for operating and 
maintaining said road, taxes, and interest upon its said funded indebtednes. 

Wherefore, said defendant prays that the prayer of said plaintiff be denied by this 
Honorable Board, and that said proceedings be dismissed.

The case having been set for hearing on March 14, 1899, the plaintiff 
was present, represented by Col. J. T. Harrington, his attorney. 

Messrs. E. A. Harrington, Superintendent, T. Harrington, Secretary, 
and E. W. Jones, Vice-President, of the Colusa & Lake Railroad Com- 
pany, appeared on behalf of the defendant. 
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After a general discussion it was agreed between the parties to con- 
tinue the hearing. Defendant offered plaintiff a thorough inspection 
and examination of its books and records. The plaintiff agreed that if, 
upon examination, he found that the road was operated at a loss and 
could not with justice reduce the fare to Colusa Junction from 80 to 50 
cents, to dismiss his action and complaint. Plaintiff agreed to report 
to the Board the result of his examination. 

On April 24th the following communication from plaintifFs attorney, 
Col. J. T. Harrington, was received: 

Colusa, Cal., AprU 22, 1899. 
Hon. William T. Sesnon, Secretary of the Board of Railroad Commissioners: 

My dear Sir: I have to advise you that from an examination of the books and 
papers of the Colusa & Lake Railroad Company by Mr. Owen Sullivan, he is convinced 
that the allegations in the answer of the Company, in the case before the Commission, 
that there was a deficit in the proceeds of the business of the Company in the amount 
for the time alleged, is true. And that, therefore, and in accordance with the previous 
understanding had by him with the Commission in respect thereto, he is prepared to, 
and I, as his attorney, do now move to dismiss the complaint filed by him against said 
Company. 

While this step is taken advisedly, I cannot refrain from iterating that the opinion is' 
largely predominant in this community that the charge of 80 cents for passenger fare 
over the road between the town of Colusa and Colusa Junction, and vice versa, is excess- 
ive, and militates against the interests of the Company. It is firmly believed by the 
best business men here — some of whom are the directors of the road itself — that if the 
fare between the above points were reduced to 60 cents it would result in a large increase 
in the business of the road, and a consequent swelling of its income to an amount in 
excess of its proceeds under existing conditions. In that event there would certainly 
be no stage line between the towns of Colusa and Williams, carrying passengers and 
freight, as it does now, at greatly reduced rates. There would then be no hiring of bug- 
gies and teams at Maxwell and Williams, or at either of these places, for the conveyance 
of individuals to Colusa, or vice versa, at a less sum than is now provided for passage 
over the railroads. 

These suggestions make it apparent that an inquiry into the affairs of the Company 
would not have been impertinent ; notwithstanding the fact that the road suffered a 
deficit in its operations for the past year. Such an inquiry and investigation would 
have demonstrated, at least, that there is fault and incompetency in the management 
-somewhere. But the purpose of this communication will not allow a discussion of that 
point, even though I were permitted to take up the time of the Commission with it. It 
is sufficient to say that, conceding the fact to be as above, that there is a deficit, I am 
not alone in the opinion that an investigation would have brought about results bene- 
ficial and profitable to both the people and the Railroad Company.

On motion, it was unanimously ordered that the complaint be 
dismissed. 
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GRAIN-RATE CASE. 

Another matter of importance which this Board found still pending 
was the so-called "Grain-rate Case." 

The Commission being unfamiliar with the legal status thereof, Com- 
missioner Blackstock was delegated and requested to gather all the 
information possible relative thereto and convey same to the Board. 

The Attorney-General was also requested to look into the case and 
give the Board his opinion therein. 

On March 11, 1899, Commissioner Blackstock reported as follows: 

Ventuba, March 11, 1899. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California: 

Gentlemen : Pursuant to a resolution passed by the Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers of the State of California, at its office in San Francisco, on the 5th day of January, 
1899, 1 was appointed a committee of one, on behalf of said Board, to investigate the 
case of the " Southern Pacific Company, complainant, vs. The Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State of California et al.," then, and now, pending in the United 
States Circuit Court, in and for the Northern District of California. By said resolution 
I was instructed to report preliminarily on the 16th day of January ; but that order was 
subsequently modified, and I was given until the 24th day of January to make a pre- 
liminary investigation. Soon after the 5th of January I entered upon an investigation 
of the case, and by the 24th of January was able merely to familiarize myself with the 
necessary sources of information, and to discover that I had a very arduous task before 
me should I carry out the purpose of my appointment, namely, to thoroughly inves- 
tigate the case, collect the necessary data, so as to determine the status and merits of 
the case as disclosed by the records of the Circuit Court and the Commission. In order 
to do this thoroughly, so that the Board might be fully advised, I asked for and was 
granted until March 13th (if so much time was necessary), within which time to make 
the investigation proposed and prepare and submit my report. And now, after having 
carefully read the pleadings in the case, much of the evidence adduced, and a great part 
of the argument of counsel for respondent, and carefully considered the decision of the 
Court on the preliminary injunction, and also after having discussed the case more or 
less at length with the Attorney-General and counsel for the Board, I am still in doubt 
as to whether or not I fully understand the exact merits and status of the case. For 
the pleadings of the Southern Pacific Company, as well as of the respondent, cover a 
very wide range, and the case undoubtedly was at the date of its commencement one 
of extreme importance to the citizens of the State, individually and collectively. 
Although not fully prepared to submit my report, I deem it to be my duty at least to 
report progress, in order that it may be determined by the Board at as early a date as 
possible as to what disposition shall be made of the case. 

I find from the record that on the 12th and 13th days of September, 1895, the Rail- 
road Commissioners of the State of California adopted the following resolution : 

"Resolved, That the present rate of charges for transportation of freights in California 
by the Southern Pacific Company and its leased lines are unjust to the shippers of the 
State ; therefore, be it 

"Resolved, That the present rate of charges for the transportation of freights in Cali- 
fornia by the Southern Pacific Company and its leased lines be subjected to such an 
average reduction as, including all reductions made therein since December 1, 1894, 
shall equal an average reduction of twenty-five per cent upon said rates as in existence 
on said December 1, 1894. 

" That the manner of apportionment and of effecting said reduction shall be as follows : 

II First— All discriminations in freight charges shall be so adjusted as to make rates 
uniform between different points of shipment similarly situated, in so far as circum- 
stances will permit. Any reduction in rate made for this purpose shall be charged 
against the class to which the commodity or article belongs. 

11 Second— Each class of freight specified by the Western Classification, or for which 
a commodity tariff exists, shall be entitled to receive its pro rata of said twenty-five per 
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cefct reduction, determined on the basis that the amount of revenue paid by it bears to 
the total of said redaction ; provided, however, that the rate of freight in each class 
shall be regulated so as to prevent discrimination in rates on classes or commodities. 
Said pro rata shall be fixed by .the Board. 

" Resolved, That the grain tariff having been, since the first day of December, 1894, 
subjected to a reduction which, inclusive of the amount to be charged against it for dis- 
crimination, and the percentage hereinafter allowed, will nearly or fully equal the pro- 
portion of such average reduction ; therefore, be it 

" Resolved, That the rates at present existing for the transportation of grain in Cali- 
fornia by the Southern Pacific Company and its leased lines, as established by Grain 
Tariff No. 2, and all subsequent amendments thereto, be, and the same are, hereby 
reduced eight per cent, and the Secretary of this Board is hereby directed forthwith to 
prepare for publication by this Board a schedule of rates in accordance herewith, and 
when so prepared the same shall be published at once and take effect as soon thereafter 
as allowed by law, and that, on the adoption of the revised general freight tariff of said 
company herein provided for, any further per cent reduction due said grain tariff as 
provided herein shall be given. 

" Resolved, That this Board proceed at once to adopt a revised schedule of rates in 
accordance herewith, in order that the same may be in force on or before January 1, 
1896. And be it further 

"Resolved, That, if the necessities of the case so require, this Board will at once pro- 
ceed to the ascertainment of the proportion of the reduction due any commodity which, 
by reason of its nature, requires to be moved between now and the time herein fixed 
for the taking effect of said general reduction." 

That pursuant to said resolution, on the 26th day of September, 1895, the Commission 
served upon the Southern Pacific Company a schedule of grain rates in accordance with 
that part of said resolution relating to an eight per cent reduction on grain rates. 

That no schedule of rates was made pursuant to said resolutions relative to a twenty- 
five per cent reduction of rates, on all classes of freights. 

That on October 15, 1895, the Southern Pacific Company filed a suit in equity in the 
Circuit Court, etc., against the Commission, and individual members thereof; the com- 
plaint in its bill averring facts sufficient, as determined by the Court, to entitle it to a 
temporary restraining order, which was immediately, upon the filing of the bill, granted 
by the Court. 

The Southern Pacific Company " prays that an injunction may issue out of this Court 
restraining and enjoining the said defendant, and each of them, from adopting, pub- 
lishing, promulgating, or putting or attempting to put in force, any schedule or sched- 
ules of rates, or rates of freight charges, in accordance with the resolutions of said 
Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California hereinbefore set forth, or 
from reducing any of the freight or passenger rates of your orator, or adopting or 
attempting to put in force any schedule or schedules of such reduced freight or passen- 
ger rates, or from instituting any suit or suits, action or actions, against your orator for 
the enforcement of such reduced freight or passenger rates, or any thereof, or for the 
recovery of any fine or penalty for the failure or refusal to comply therewith; and your 
orator prays that, in the meantime, until the hearing hereof, your orator may have an 
injunction pendente lite embracing all of the relief herein prayed for, such injunction to 
continue in force until the termination of the hearing for a writ of injunction ; and that 
on the final hearing of this cause it may have all injunctions herein prayed for made 
perpetual ; and that your orator may have such and other and further relief as this case 
may require, as well as all costs." 

The restraining order issued by the Court enjoined the Commission from putting 
into force and effect the grain rates fixed by said resolution, and also enjoined them 
from " attempting to enforce, or to adopt any other, further, or different schedule of 
rates for the transportation of freight and passengers, by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, whereby the rates of charges then collected by it for such service should in any 
manner be reduced." 

The complainant's application for temporary injunction was not heard until January 
6, 1896, and thereafter the same was before the Court from time to time, for the ensuing 
four months. The Court, after elaborate arguments by the Attorney-General, associate 
counsel on behalf of the Commission, and by counsel for the complainant, took the 
matter of the temporary injunction under advisement, and on November 30, 1896, the 
Court delivered an elaborate opinion, covering practically the entire case, and ordered

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that the temporary injunction as to the eight per cent grain rate should be continued, 
but refused to continue the injunction as to the twenty-five per cent horizontal rate 
and passenger rates. 

, It appears from the arguments of counsel and the opinion of the Court that the point 
was hotly contested as to whether or not the twenty-five per cent resolution was such a 
final determination of the Board as would justify an injunction against its enforcement. 

Judge McKenna, in his opinion, seems inclined to the view that the resolution, 
according to its terms, amounted to a final determination of the Board to make a 
twenty-five per cent reduction in freight rates. He says : " The language of the resolu- 
tion is positive as to the necessity of a reduction and as to the amount/' 

But in view of the statement, in the affidavits of Mr. La Rue and Mr. Stanton, that 
they did not intend the resolution as a final judgment of the Board, and that they 
intended thereafter to make a more definite and particular investigation before final 
action, Judge McKenna says :"I am disposed to accept this as true and sincere. Indeed, 
I do not know how not to do so, regarding them, as they must be regarded, as truthful ; nor 
do I care to risk the slightest embarrassment to them as officers in any proper investiga- 
tion of the complainant or any of its constituent roads, the results of which cannot be 
put into force, even if it was desired to, except in a direct and open way, and the detri- 
ment of which, if any, can be arrested before it fall." 

It is evident that, but for the affidavits of Messrs. La Rue and Stanton, that the 
twenty-five per cent resolution was not final so far as their action was concerned, the 
Court would have regraded the resolution according to its terms, as amounting to a 
final action, and would have enjoined the enforcement of the twenty-five per cent resolu- 
tion as well as the eight per cent grain-rate reduction. If the Board did not intend that 
this twenty-five per cent resolution should express their deliberate judgment to reduce 
freight rates generally, according to its terms, it is unfortunate that the resolution was 
ever adopted by the Commission, for it is evident that this litigation has grown largely, 
if not almost entirely, out of this twenty-five per cent resolution ; in other words, but 
for the adoption of the twenty-five percent resolution, there would in all probability 
have been no suit to enjoin the enforcement of the eight per cent grain-rate reduction, 
because it is apparent from the bill in equity filed in this case that the complainant 
treated the eight per cent grain-rate reduction and the twenty-five per cent resolution 
as one thing, so much so, that there is no allegation whatever showing or tending to 
show how far the eight per cent grain-rate reduction, standing alone, would have 
affected the revenues of the Company. There was no effort, so far as complainant is 
concerned, to treat these resolutions as standing separate from each other. The eight 
per cent grain-rate reduction was simply treated as a part of the twenty-five per cent 
reduction proposed by the entire resolution. 

While the counsel for the Railroad Commission inform me that in their opinion the 
twenty-five per cent horizontal reduction has been by the Court finally disposed of, they 
also state that the complainant, Southern Pacific Company, does not at all admit that 
the twenty-five per cent horizontal cut has been disposed of, but it contends that, not- 
withstanding the Court refused to continue the temporary injunction as to that portion 
of the resolution, yet the same is still before the Court, and must be considered and 
determined by the Court on final hearing. 

But if it is conceded that the twenty-five per cent resolution amounts to nothing and 
is out of the case, and therefore the litigation must proceed as involving only the eight 
per cent grain-rate reduction, the question remains as to whether it is for the benefit or 
to the interest of the people of this State that this litigation should so proceed. 

It may be well here to call attention as briefly as possible to some of the main issues 
presented by the pleadings, other than direct issue as to the reasonableness or unreason- 
ableness of the eight per cent grain-rate reduction. 

The seventeenth paragraph of the bill relates to an alleged conflict of the constitu- 
tional provisions of the State of California creating and defining the duties of the 
Commission, with the Constitution of the United States. It is alleged in said para- 
graph, that: 

11 The provisions of the Constitution of the State of California and of the Act of the 
Legislature of said 8tate, * ♦ » under which said defendants are constituted and 
acting as such Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California, and the

actions of said Commissioners thereunder, are in violation of and repugnant to the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of the Fourteenth Amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States in this : that by the said provisions of the Constitution of said State it is declared 
that the rates of freight authorized to be fixed and established by said Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners shall in all controversies, civil and criminal, be deemed conclu- 
sively just and reasonable, and no provision is therein contained, nor is any provision 
contained in the Act of the Legislature of said State, whereby your orator, or any other 
carrier within the purview of said provisions, is entitled to a hearing before said Com- 
mission ; nor is there any provision therein contained for summons or notice to your 
orator or any such other carrier before said Commission may declare and establish such 
rates ; nor is any opportunity therein provided for your orator or any such other carrier 
affected thereby to introduce witnesses or evidence before said Commissioners ; nor is 
there any right thereby granted to your orator to a judicial investigation by due process 
of law for the investigation judicially of the fact as to whether the rates now charged by 
it are just and reasonable or otherwise, or as to whether the rates proposed to be fixed, 
established, and enforced by said Commission are just and reasonable or otherwise: 
that the provisions of the Constitution of the State of California hereinbefore alleged 
and referred to are made applicable only to railroads owned by corporations and com- 
panies and do not apply to railroads generally, and the fines and penalties therein pre- 
scribed are thereby imposed only upon railroad corporations and companies and their 
officers, agents, and servants, and are not imposed upon or made applicable to other 
owners of railroads ; and that by reason of the premises your orator is deprived of its 
property without due process of law, and is denied the equal protection of the laws." 

Judge McKenna, in passing upon this issue, held that the constitutional provision 
of the State of California and the Act of the Legislature referred to were not in conflict 
with or repugnant to the Constitution of the United States, but that the same were in 
consonance therewith, and that sai^ constitutional provision was now upheld and sup- 
ported by a great number of decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States ; but 
Judge McKenna also decided, with reference to that part of the State constitutional 
provision which provides that " In all controversies, civil or criminal, the rates of fares 
and freights established by said Commission shall be deemed conclusively just and rea- 
sonable," that such provision is in conflict with and repugnant to the Constitution of 
the United States and is therefore void. The Court, however, holds that although this 
provision is void, it is separable from the other provisions of the Constitution, and that 
it does not conflict with them. 

Another important matter decided by Judge McKenna, based upon numerous 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States, is that while the Commission has 
the constitutional and statutory authority to regulate and to fix freights and fares, yet 
the same must be just and reasonable, and the question as to whether or not they are 
just and reasonable maybe investigated and determined by a court of competent juris- 
diction, it having been established by the decisions that if the Legislature, or a com- 
mission created by the Legislature or by constitutional law, shall have justly and 
reasonably regulated and fixed freights and fares of common carriers, the same must be 
sustained by the courts ; but if, on the contrary, they are, as fixed by the Legislature or 
the commission, unreasonable and unjust and confiscatory in their character, then the 
Court will declare them to be void and of no effect. 

The respondents, the Railroad Commissioners, in their answer to the complainant's 
bill, in addition to denying all the allegations thereof, raised a number of important 
affirmative defenses, among which was the alleged unlawful combination of the so-called 
Pacific System, and the illegality of the leases made by the constituent railroad com- 
panies composing said system to the Southern Pacific Company. Judge McKenna, in 
passing upon these important propositions, held that the Commission was estopped 
from raising them, because, in its resolution, it had recognized the system, and under- 
took to fix the rate of charges which the roads operated by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany in California should be permitted to charge as a whole. It was further held by 
Judge McKenna in this regard, that while it was the duty of the Commission to regulate 
and fix freights and fares, yet it had no jurisdiction to investigate questions regarding 
the corporate powers of the railroad and transportation companies, or regarding con- 
tracts made or entered into by them for the purpose of combination or otherwise. 

It is evident that many questions which might be raised against the Railroad Com- 
pany in these matters have been foreclosed by the particular form of the action of the 
Commission complained of in this case, and it certainly is desirable that in any litiga- 
tion which may be raised the action of the Commission should be in such form as 
would enable the Commission to defend its action as thoroughly as possible. 
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So far as this case is concerned, it appears that the only material question presented 
is as to whether or not the eight per cent grain-rate schedule promulgated by the 
Commission is fair, just, and reasonable. It is matter of common knowledge, and 
undoubtedly the fact, that the Southern Pacific Company, in order to meet the compe- 
tition of the Valley Road, has reduced its rates in the territory affected by that compe- 
tition, so that the same are now, and have been for some time, as low as, or even lower, 
than the rates prescribed by the eight per cent grain-rate schedule of the Commission ; 
also that reductions have been made by the Southern Pacific Company in the Sacra- 
mento Valley, so that at the present time the difference between the rates actually 
enforced by the Railroad Company and the rates proposed by the eight per cent grain- 
rate schedule is very small, such difference, in all probability, not affecting the revenue 
of the Company to an extent exceeding $30,000 per annum. Certainly, as the case now 
stands, the substantial pecuniary matters in issue are slight, and the question is. 
whether a decision of these matters in favor of the State will justify the great expense 
and delay which must be incurred in order to reach a final decision. 

I am advised by the Attorney-General, and by counsel retained in this case by our 
predecessors, that it will require enormous labor and a very wide range of investigation 
of expert witnesses and the expenditure of not less than $30,000, to prepare the case for 
submission by the respondents to the Circuit Court for decision ; that it will take years 
to try it— one counsel stating that it will require possibly five or six years, another that 
it would take not less than four years to take the case through the Supreme Court of the 
United States, where it would inevitably be taken should it be pushed to final judgment. 
I am further advised, as appears by the records aftid by the report of the Attorney- 
General to the Assembly, that up to the present time there has been paid and incurred 
in counsel fees and expenses of this case more than $43,000, the counsel fees alone 
amounting to over $30,000 ; and it further appears from like sources that the future costs 
and expenses of this litigation will be at least $67,000 more, $30,000 of which will be 
required as fees for experts, and $30,000 as fees of special counsel. Should we press the 
case with diligence, in my own opinion it would require at least the remainder of the 
terms of office of the present Commission to bring it to a final conclusion, and during 
all this time the hands of the Commission would be tied so that it practically could not 
investigate or make any reduction or changes in the rates now enforced. It seems to 
me that, even if we could be assured of a final judgment in this case, the expenditure of 
time and money necessary to accomplish this end would not be justified, even to reach 
such a result; on the contrary, it seems clear that the people are interested far more in 
securing actual reductions of rates wherever the same may be had, rather than that 
they should bear the heavy burdens of this litigation, even to secure a favorable de- 
cision, which, as I have shown, would accomplish very little for the actual benefit of 
the people. 

While not desiring to criticise the acts of our predecessors, it is evident that a serious 
mistake was made in adopting the so-called twenty-five per cent freight-rate resolution. 
Had the Commission confined its official action to the promulgation of rates actually 
determined upon, it is not likely any litigation would have resulted, in which case the 
people would have secured at once the benefits of the reductions made, and would not 
have been called upon to bear the expenses of this litigation, the outcome of which is 
exceedingly uncertain at best. It is the duty of the Commission to secure, so far as it 
can legally, reductions in rates of transportation, and it is evident that no such result 
can be accomplished by any general horizontal reduction of the rates maintained by the 
Company; on the contrary, the only practical method of securing any reduction is to 
investigate each class of rates and to remove such discriminations as may be found, and 
to reduce any particular rates or classes of rates which may be found exorbitant, to the 
basis of a reasonable and fair rate. When this is done, it is certain that the Company 
will not have the advantages which it has secured in the present litigation, growing out 
of the particular form of the resolution adopted by the Board. 

In view of these undoubted conditions existing at this date, and of the results which 
are certain to accrue in the future, is it our duty, representing the State and exercising 
sound discretion as the agents of the State, to make the extraordinary expenditure 
without compensatory result which undoubtedly will be required in the further prose- 
cution of this case? I am unqualifiedly of the opinion that the continuance of this 
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litigation is not in the interest of the people of the State, and that it is the duty of this 
Board, so far as it has the power, to terminate this litigation, so that it may free its 
hands and save further expense to the State, and thereafter proceed by regular methods 
to secure such advantages as may be for the benefit of the shippers of freight. 

I find it to be in the power of this Commission, without the consent of the Railroad 
Company, to terminate this litigation by repeal and rescindment of the whole resolu- 
tion, covering the eight per cent grain-rate reduction as well as the twenty-five per cent 
general horizontal reduction. By the rescindment and repeal of this resolution the 
entire basis of the suit is removed, and the case must fall, and with it the injunction 
against this Commission, thus leaving the Commission free to adopt rates based upon 
present conditions and to adjust, if possible, the numerous complaints constantly 
coming before the Board, of discriminations in freight and passenger charges. This, to 
my mind, manifestly is the only proper course to pursue, so that the hands of the 
Commission may be untied and it can for itself take the responsibility of putting into 
effect the constitutional and statutory provisions of the State as Judge McKenna has 
most clearly defined them to exist. 

In pursuance of the conclusions reached by me and stated in the foregoing report, I 
have prepared and shall submit for the consideration of the Board, a resolution to 
accomplish the purpose therein recommended.

The report having been unanimously received and placed on file, Com- 
missioner Blackstock introduced and offered the following resolution: 

Whereas, The Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California did on the 
12th and 13th days of September, 1895, adopt the following resolutions : 

"Resolved, That the present rates of charges for the transportation of freights in Cali- 
fornia by the Southern Pacific Company and its leased lines, are unjust to the shippers 
of the State ; therefore, be it 

"Resolved, That the present rate of charges for the transportation of. freights in Cali- 
fornia by the Southern Pacific Company and its leased lines be subjected to such an 
average reduction as, including all reductions made therein since December 1, 1894, shall 
equal an average reduction of twenty-five per cent upon said rates as in existence on said 
December 1, 1894?

" Second— Each class of freight specified by the Western Classification, or for which a 
commodity tariff exists, shall De entitled to and receive its pro rata of said average 
twenty-five per cent reduction, determined on the basis that the amount of revenue 
paid by it bears to the total amount of said reduction. Provided, that the rate of freight 
each class shall be first regulated so as to prevent discriminations in rates on classes or 
commodities. Said pro rata shall be fixed by this Board. 

II Resolved, That the Grain Tariff having been, since the first day of December, 1894, 
subjected to a reduction which, inclusive of the amount to be charged against it for 
discriminations and the percentage hereinafter allowed, will nearly or fully equal the 
proportion of such average reduction ; therefore, be it 

" Resolved, That the rates at present existing for the transportation of grain in Cali- 
fornia, by the Southern Pacific Company and its leased lines, as established by Grain 
Tariff No. 2, and all subsequent amendments thereto, be and the same are hereby 
reduced eight per cent, and the Secretary of this Board is hereby directed forthwith to 
prepare for publication by this Board a schedule of rates in accordance herewith, and 
when so prepared the same shall be published at once and take effect as soon thereafter 
as allowed by law, and that on the adoption of the revised general freight tariff of said 
company herein provided for, any further per cent reduction due said Grain Tariff, as 
provided herein, shall be given ; 

"Resolved, That this Board proceed at once to adopt a revised schedule of rates in 
accordance herewith, in order that the same may be in force on or before January 1, 1896 ; 
and be it further 

"Resolved, That if the necessities of theoase so require, this Board will at once proceed 
to the ascertainment of the proportion of reduction due any commodity which, by reason 
of its nature, requires to be moved between now and the time herein fixed for the taking 
effect of said general reduction." 
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It is by the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California ordered and 
resolved that said resolutions above set forth be and the same is hereby rescinded, 
annulled, vacated, set aside, and repealed. 

Roll being called, Commissioners Laumeister and Blackstock voted 
aye; Commissioner Edson voted no. 

Commissioner Blackstock then moved the adoption of the following 
separate resolution : 

Whereas, On the 9th day of May, 1899, the Railroad Commission of the State of Cali- 
fornia passed and adopted a resolution amending the resolution by said Board passed 
and adopted April 24, 1899, repealing and rescinding the resolution adopted by said 
Board on the 12th and 13th days of September, 1895, providing for a reduction of grain 
rates, etc. ; and, 

Whereas, The Board is of the opinion that the case now pending in the Circuit Court 
of the United States, known as the " grain-rate" case, should be settled and the injunc- 
tion against the Board dissolved ; but that the same shall be done without further cost 
to the State ; 

It is therefore resolved and ordered, that the Attorney-General of the State of Cali- 
fornia be and he hereby is instructed to secure a dismissal of said case, as soon as such 
dismissal can be obtained, and upon the conditions as to costs herein indicated. 

Roll being called on the vote thereon, Commissioners Laumeister and 
Blackstock voted aye; Commissioner Edson, no. 

The Secretary was instructed to prepare and serve upon the Attorney- 
General a certified copy of the resolution as adopted this day (May 9, 
1899). 



GRAIN RATE SCHEDULE. 

At a meeting held on June 9, 1899, Commissioner Laumeister offered 
the following resolution: 

It is hereby resolved and ordered by the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the 
State of California, that all tariffs in force fixing and establishing rates for the trans- 
portation of straight or mixed carloads of grain, bran, shorts, middlings, feed, ground, 
cracked, or rolled barley, and cracked corn in sacks, between San Francisco, Oakland 
Wharf, Port Costa, Crockett, Nevada Dock, South Vallejo, Stockton, Sacramento, 
Marysville, Los Angeles, Port Los Angeles, San Pedro, and stations hereinafter named, 
on the Southern Pacific Company's system of railroads in California, be and the same 
are hereby abrogated, rescinded, and repealed; and it is hereby further resolved and 
ordered that the following be and the same is hereby fixed and established as the tariff 
or schedule fixing and establishing the rates for the transportation of grain and other 
articles above mentioned on said lines between the stations hereinafter named, as 
follows : [As per schedule on file in this office]. 

The motion to adopt and approve the resolution, tariff, and schedule 
having received the unanimous vote of the Commissioners, it was so 
ordered. 

The Secretary was then ordered to forthwith serve a copy of the reso- 
lution and schedule upon the Southern Pacific Company to be put into 
force and effect according to law.

STOCKTON AND PORT COSTA DIFFERENTIAL. 

A communication from Mr. George B. Sperry, as chairman of the 
meeting of the grain-shippers, warehousemen, et al., of Stockton, asking 
that they be granted a hearing relative to the differential on grain rates 
as pertaining to Stockton and Port Costa, was received. The discussion 
and hearing having been set for May 8, 1899, the same was called by 
the President. 

Messrs. George B. Sperry, W. B. Harrison, H. J. Corcoran, C. M. 
Weber, S. Schwabacher, R. D. Girvin, et al., appeared as a committee on 
behalf of the grain-shippers and warehousemen of Stockton; Messrs. J. C. 
Stubbs, on behalf of the Southern Pacific Company; Mr. John Moss, on 
behalf of the Valley Road; and Messrs. G. W. McNear and H. Eppinger 
on behalf of Port Costa. 

Colonel Sperry then made the following statement: 

Gentlemen : We appear here representing the business interests of the City of Stock- 
ton, to protest, not only as against the proposal heretofore made and now pending, to 
reduce the differential in grain rates between Stockton and Port Costa, but also to enter 
a protest against the present detrimental differential, and all unjust and unfair, and 
hence unlawful discrimination on the part of the Railroad Company in its local haul 
as to merchandise, produce, and almost every article upon its tariff sheets, as against 
the City of Stockton, 
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For a period of more than a quarter ol a century the City of Htockton has been con- 
tinuously discriminated against by the Railroad Company in freight transportation. 
Her people have not been often heard from, either by protests or other forms of com- 
plaint, against a system which has had for its last and least object the welfare, of their 
city. Notwithstanding the continuous studied differentiation established and main- 
tained to her detriment, that city has steadily progressed in commercial consequence, 
until, at this time, she is among the most important commercial centers in the State. 
Now, in the presence of a proposal to further and additionally, and as we confidently 
claim, unlawfully discriminate against the people and interests of our city in freight 
transportation, we, her representatives, appear here before you in whose official care # 
there rests the righteous power to so regulate and establish rates of charges for trans- 
portation of freight by railroads and other transportation companies, that justice may 
be done to all the great interests involved. 

We assume, as we have the right to assume, and as we have no reason to doubt, that 
this Commission is honestly imbued with an earnest desire to conscientiously discharge 
its important duties, intending to so arrange by its resolutions the rates of charges for 
freight transportation over the railroads of this 8tate, that there shall exist no unjust 
discrimination in favor of one place as against any other place, or to the advantage of 
any one business community as against another business community. Of course, we all 
understand that the power existing in this Commission to regulate such matters finds 
just cause for its existence only in the fact that conditions may or do exist rendering it 
necessary, in the interests of the public generally, that there should be the exercise of 
this power for the purpose of correcting abuses or preventing the same. We all under- 
stand that there should be no discrimination in charges or facilities for transportation 
between places or persons. The Constitution of this State expressly so declares. We 
presume that no one will undertake to advance the claim that when it appears that by 
rates established or proposed to be established, there is or will be produced a system of 
unjust discrimination, that the powers of this Board should be speedily exercised to the 
positive Correction and prevention thereof. With these understandings we cannot be 
misunderstood when we say to you, speaking for the City of Stockton, in behalf of her 
people, their commercial interests and taxable properties, that we do not merely ask, 
but as of right demand, fair and just treatment, equal with any and all other communi- 
ties of this State, at the hands of the common carriers with whose tariffs our interests 
are so affected ; that we confidently expect at your hands such regulation of the rates of 
charges for freight transportation as will abrogate the present unjust discriminative 
differential against us, in favor of Port Costa, and as will prevent the establishment of 
any schedule of rates which can hereafter detrimentally discriminate against our inter- 
ests. We are indulging in the hope that such action be taken by this Commission 
in this matter as will obviate any occasion for any resort to the courts by any party 
affected, for what the law so clearly guarantees. As was held by Judge McKenna in 
his decision in the case of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company vs. Railroad Com- 
missioners : 

"The power of the State stops at an injustice: the rights of the railroads stop at 
injustice. The State may not fix rates unreasonably low, but it may prevent the rail- 
road fixing rates unreasonably high. If the law gives the railroad certain privileges it 
exacts certain duties. It exacts that it serve all at a reasonable charge, serve all faith- 
fully and without favor or discrimination." 

We are, in view of existing conditions, and in view of our understanding of the duty 
of the carrier and the power of this Commission, asking that such a revision in the 
tariff shall be made as will give to us fair and just treatment at the hands of the Rail- 
road Company. We do not ask, nor have we the right to expect, that, either at the 
hands of the transportation companies or at the hands of this Commission, there shall 
be any differential established to the advantage of our city. We expect to be compelled 
to transact our business with no greater advantage and with no less advantage than is 
given to any other place in the State of California existing under similar conditions. 
For the purpose of informing you of the merit of our claim that Stockton is detri- 
mentally affected by the present, and will be injuriously affected by the proposed 
differentials, we propose to take up the present schedules of charges for freight trans- 
portation on grain and illustrate to you that the City of Stockton is being unjustly dis- 
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criminated against, by giving rates from different points, showing mileage, freight 
charges, and rate per ton per mile. These are but a few of the instances demonstrating 
the correctness of our claim, and an examination of the whole tariff sheet will be found 
to be full of like unjust discriminations.

We are aware of the many excuses advanced by the carrier as justification for such 
discriminations (of course, we understand that under like conditions freight can be 
carried proportionately lower for long than for short distances) ; we know that equal 
mileage rates would often prevent legitimate competition and build up monopoly in 
transportation by the shortest route. We know, also, that the railroad must compete 
against the water carrier. A careful examination of the rates through the San Joaquin 
and Sacramento valleys to Port Costa will, however, clearly demonstrate that the water 
carrier is not a very important factor in the consideration of charges for freight trans- 
portation through those valleys to that place. 

In speaking of a question germane to the one under consideration now, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has said : 

11 Under the Act to regulate commerce, rates to a place though not unreasonably high 
in places, may nevertheless be complained of as relatively unjust when compared with 
rates charged to other places, and an individual in one town may base his complaint on 
rates charged to his competitor in another town. The Act not only requires equality of 
charges between the same points, but relatively equal rates to different points. 

That this must be so, in the very nature of things, under a system of laws requiring 
equality in charges and facilities, and reposing authority in a commission to so regulate 
that the legal requirements shall find expression in the schedule of freight charges, 
must be apparent to any one. 

In whose interest are these discriminations in favor of Port Costa and as against' the 
City of Stockton? Is it in the interest of Port Costa and her merchants, and if so, is not 
the interest subserved by these differentials detrimental to the people of a larger and, 
as we think, commercially more important place than Port Costa? We do not believe 
for a moment that this Commission would perform its duty with any motive or desire 
to benefit one community or class of citizens at the expense of another community or 
another class of citizens. As we have said, the law is plain. While this Commission, 
of course, is not governed by the decisions of the Interstate Commerce Commission, yet 
the principles laid down by the courts are correctly expressive of the legal principles 
involved in such questions. We quote further from the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Reports : 

(Pages 239, 722:) u The fact that one city is larger and has more important and 
extensive business interests than another and has been so treated by carriers, in making 
rates to surrounding points, as its 'trade center,' is no justification for a continuation of 
discriminatory rates in favor of such city. The object of the Act to regulate commerce 
was to eradicate the existing system of rebates and unjust discriminations in favor of 
particular localities, special enterprises, and favored individuals." 
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(Pages 236, 704:) "Manufacturing industries should not be deprived, through car- 
rier's adjustment of relative rates, of advantages resulting from their favorable location, 
in respect of cost of raw material supplied from a common source or of distance to a 
common market for the finished proauct." 

(Pages 236, 697:) " The milling town possessing great natural, clear, and important 
advantages for the carrying on of that industry, and favorably situated, in point of dis- 
tance, to a great grain-producing region, is entitled to the benefits arising from its loca- 
tion, and carriers of grain to that point and to a competing town considerably more 
remote from points or production and in other particulars less advantageously located, 
are not justified in making rates on grain to the competitive town which destroys the 
advantage the former is entitled to en joy. " 

In so arranging its schedule of charges for freight transportation as to give to the 
interests centered in Port Costa special advantages in the rates charged for grain 
shipped from points in the grain-producing regions of the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
valleys, it appears to us so clear that the statement of the fact is demonstrative of the 
proposition, that the millers and warehousemen and business people, generally, of the 
City of Stockton, are unjustly and illegally treated. We would call your attention to 
the fact that after the completion of the Western Pacific Railroad to San Francisco, the 
differential from that point to Stockton was fixed at $1 per ton, which differential has 
always been maintained. 

After the completion of the Port Costa branch and the completion of the branch 
lines in the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys, the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, finding its facilities for handling the largely increased outputs of the above- 
named valleys inadequate, made overtures to certain capitalists, resulting in the 
building of large warehouses at Port Costa, and, presumably, to the advantage of the 
warehousemen. At that time the differentials as established between Stockton and 
Port Costa were fixed at 65 cents per ton. Upon that differential the Stockton mills and 
warehousemen also built up a profitable business. This differential in favor of Port 
Costa was subsequently further reduced to 60 cents per ton ; the further advantage is 
given to Port Costa of free unloading, which is not given to Stockton. Port Costa, in 
competition with Stockton, has always had about eighty per cent of the export business 
from points in the San Joaquin Valley not subject to team haul, and all the export 
business, practically, from the Sacramento Valley. We believe that the large and 
profitable warehouse business at Port Costa has reached the summit of its success, 
unless other great special advantages are given to it by the common carriers of this 
State. 

This condition has been produced not by the method of warehousing, so much as by 
the fact that the producer has discovered that Port Costa was not a competitive point ; 
that his grain stored at home, along the line of the railroad, on the river bank, or even 
in the City of Stockton, brought him better prices than when stored in the warehouses 
at Port Costa. This, of course, must be plain to any one familiar with the subject, or 
who, in an unprejudiced manner, undertakes its fair investigation. The Port Costa 
warehouses are entirely controlled by four or five exporters, and when grain is stored at 
that place in their warehouses, it can only be sold to themselves unless at additional 
cost of transfer amounting to 25 cents per ton. When stored at home points it has for 
a market the Stockton mills, the exporters at Port Costa, ships in the stream, mills in 
8an Francisco, Petaluma, and other bay points; in short, stored as last mentioned, the 
wheat buyers of the entire State, whether purchasing for local consumption or for 
exportation, are in the market, competing as purchasers for the wheat stored in places 
other than the warehouses at Port Costa. We understand that one of these exporters 
has recently entered the milling business, and possibly not finding himself able to com- 
pete, with his present opportunities and location, with the other milling interests of this 
State, he is seeking relief as against his Stockton competitors, by asking for a further 
reduction in grain differentials. In behalf of the large milling interests of the City of 
8tockton, which we believe are of sufficient importance, however considered, to com- 
mand the attention of this Commission and of the State generally, we would like to ask 
where is there to be found a limit to this procedure? The Stockton mills have the 
advantage of cheap fuel ; the waters of the Sierras have been harnessed to water-wheels 
furnishing cheap electrical power, and these mills have availed themselves of that 
power. Are these conditions to be further taken as a cause for further differentiations

in favor of Port Costa interests, or the interests of those who are not as favorably situ- 
ated as are the Stockton mills? 

Some claim may be advanced, that these differentials now existing, as well as those 
proposed, have operated and will further operate to the advantage and benefit of the 
grain-producer of this State. This suggestion finds complete answer in the fact that 
the grain-producers of the great valleys of this State tributary to Stockton, and likewise 
to Port Costa, have not yet been heard in behalf of any such reduction or in support of 
any proposal to further reduce the freight charges on grain from their respective 
localities. 

We think we have shown that in one way it has not been to the advantage of the 
producer at all, and we have been unable to see in what way it ever can be advantageous 
to him. If the desire is merely to benefit the producer, why not make as low a rate per 
ton per mile to Stockton for the same distance, as to Port Costa, as all the grain not used 
in home consumption must find its way to the seaboard for export. Therefore, if as 
relatively low a rate is made to Stockton from points which are nearer than to Port 
Costa, even with the water carriers' present tariff, a saving would be made to the 
producer of 20 or 25 cents per ton, and as the volume of the water carriers' business 
increases, a greater saving would be made per ton, in the ratio of an increase of such 
business. We contend, therefore, that the differential is not made in the interests of the 
producer. The interests of the City of Stockton, situated as that city is, on the bosom 
of the great valley from which such immense quantities of grain annually find way to 
the seaboard of this State — her interests are identical with the interests of the producer ; 
a proportion of her people are now, and always have been, actually engaged in the 
business of farming; the depression of the agricultural interests in this State has found 
immediate depression, as a necessary consequence, in the business conditions of that 
city ; that city interested, as we have stated, must necessarily, while regarding her own 
welfare, be the last community to ask for or seek anything detrimental to the interests 
of the producers of this State. 

It may be contended that the reduction in the differential to Port Costa has afforded 
the railroad protection against water carriers. We believe it is the purpose of this 
Commission to so administer its important affairs that the greatest good will be done 
for the greatest number of the people of the State. It therefore follows that this Com- 
mission is interested in keeping open and maintaining all the water-ways of this State. 
It does not follow while the railroad has water competition, that either in law or in 
equity there can be discrimination against such water carrier. On this point the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has said in the report of 1897 : 

( Pages 236, 703 : ) ' ' When water competition is alleged to j ustif y rates in any case under 
the statute, the carrier must affirmatively show, by proof which does more than to 
create a presumption, and which clearly establishes that such competition is a control- 
ling factor in the transportation of traffic, important, from the Doint in question." 

(Page 264, Section 902:) "Water competition, to justify higher, shorter distance 
charges, under the Fourth Section, must be actual competition for the transportation 
involved, and such as to dictate the rate by rail. A tariff rate so low as to drive the 
water carrier out of existence, cannot be justified by showing the possibility of water 
competition ; the law permits the railroads to meet, not to extinguish such Competi- 
tion." 

The railroad, in the late grain-rate case with which we are all familiar, makes a state- 
ment, that the reduction in its tariff, proposed by the resolution of this Commission f 
would be a practical confiscation of their property ; that it was unjust and unfair to 
them. One of their arguments was that as so much of their mileage was unprofitable 
and unproductive, the expense incurred upon, and the revenue derived from, anyone 
mile of their road should not be a debit or a credit upon or against any one part of the 
system, but as against the whole. They further stated that they paid no dividends, and 
that from the gross revenue of $36,000,000 their net income was only $115,000— less than 
one-third of one per cent. This is from the statement of 1896. In view of such claim 
by the transportation company, and as an apt suggestion in connection therewith, we 
quote further from the Interstate Commerce Reports : 

'.' It is easy to see that unreasonably low rates must injure the carrier, by depriving it 
of revenue that the statute rule would give and which the carrier ought to have. This 
loss of revenue is, as a matter of course, equally bad for the stockholder. The unrea- 
sonably low rate never happens, as a rule, except in the case of traffic to competitive 
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points. It is unrestricted competition that brings rates below what is just and reason- 
able! Revenue which is lost by the adoption of unreasonably low rates to competitive 
points, can only be compensated for by rates above what is reasonable and just to non- 
competitive points. These outnumber the competitive points very largely, and there- 
fore unreasonably low rates must always operate unjustly to a large proportion of traffic 
and a large class of shippers. In a word, the tendency of unjustly low rates to one 
point is in the direction of unreasonably high rates to others, thereby causing a dis- 
tribution of the burdens of transportation, which are unjust and in violation of the 
spirit and letter of the statute." 

It must be apparent that when we come to consider the question of discrimination 
producing unfair advantages to one locality and injury to another locality, neither cause 
nor justification can be found for the maintenance of such a condition, in the fact that 
the transportation company has many miles of comparatively unproductive road which 
it must secure revenue for by charging unreasonably high rates over productive portions 
of its roadbed. 

In regard to the long and short haul, we claim that such a charge as 37^ cents per 
mile per ton, hauled for thirty miles, should not be made, while the succeeding seventy 
miles is carried at the rate of ^ cents per ton per mile ; the disparity in the charges is too 
great. If the statement of the average cost of .01176 per ton per mile is correct, it is 
impossible to show such disparity. It may be contended that the increase in the differ- 
ential to Stockton involves too great a change in the railroad's tariff; but, the Interstate 
Commerce Report (pages 229, 723) says : 

"Unjust discriminations between localities or individuals cannot, in the nature of 
things, be essential to the business prosperity of a carrier, and it is no valid objection to 
the correction of unlawful rates to one point, that involves a like correction to other 
points." 

And this is the more so, since the express policy of the sovereign authority of this 
State, engrafted upon its Constitution, inhibits differentiations and discriminations be- 
tween places and persons, and vests in this Commission the power to so regulate the 
rates of charges for freight transportation that such discriminations cannot exist. This 
discrimination might be excused by some, if the transportation companies increased the. 
volume of their business, with the consequent result of an increased revenue. There 
has been no increase in the volume of business. We think the railroad has stated that 
they have no reason to expect any. As a matter of fact, the limit of grain production 
was reached in 1881. The railroad must increase its volume of business along other lines, 
namely : the building up of the interior, and the industries therein. The State is increas- 
ing rapidly in population. We believe that we are upon the threshold of an era of pros- 
perity, which will still more rapidly increase. It follows, therefore, that the production 
of wheat must decrease ; that the farmer will produce that which will bring him the 
greater profit. That the State will use her entire product of grain, is no prophecy. Ad- 
mitting, however, that the export business will be, in point of tonnage, for several years 
to come, the same, then the average export business in wheat from points fifty miles 
nearer to Stockton than Port Costa will average about 300,000 tons per year; this does 
not include a territory which brings its wheat to Stockton by teams, or from a few local 
causes, nor the consumption of the mills. As before stated, the Railroad Company had, 
under the 65 cents differential, eighty to eighty-five per cent of the business. If the 
average haul to Port Costa was of such a distance as to produce $2 per ton, the ratio on 
the Port Costa haul would be 240,000 tons, at $2, equaling $480,000; to Stockton 60,000 
tons at $1.35, $81,000— net revenue, $561,000. The differential was reduced to 50 cents per 
ton, with an unloading charge off, making net differential 40 cents per ton, the volume 
of business remaining the same : 

Haul to Port Costa, 240,000 tons at $1.75— $420,000; haul to Stockton same, 60,000 tons 
at $1.35— $81,000; net revenue, $501,000; loss over 65 cents differential, $60,000. 

If the railroad should increase its volume of business by absorbing all of the 300,000 
tons, they would still be short in revenue over the 65 cents differential, 300,000 tons at 
$1.75— $525,000. Result, ruin of the community and out of pocket themselves, $36,000— 
benefit to the producer, nothing. 

In view of these conditions to which we have called your attention, we have a right 

to ask, in whose favor are these differentiations made? Their consequences, as affect- 

ng Stockton, must be apparent? The purpose thereof, from the maintenance over so 
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many years, is equally evident. They are made to the detriment of the City of Stock- 
ton, to the ruin of its water-ways and water carriers. 

We are here, as we have said, in view of these conditions which are maintained con- 
trary to the law of this State, demanding a just and equitable revision of these tariff 
rates, to the end that no injustice may be done to any of the great interests involved 
thereby. 

Mr. Sperry asked leave to file with the Commission the formal pro- 
test (Exhibit A) signed by the grain, warehousing, and milling interests 
of Stockton, which was granted. 

After further discussion, the matter was taken under advisement. 

PROTEST. 

People of Stockton Against Existing Differential Between Stockton and 

Poet Costa.

Mr. Herman Eppinger, of the San Francisco Produce Exchange, and 
President of the Pacific Coast Warehouse Company of Port Costa, Cal., 
addressed the Board as follows: 

I do not claim that the difference between the grain rates from the San Joaquin Val- 
ley to Stockton, to San Francisco, and to Port Costa are purely arbitrary. They are not 
based upon a fair and reasonable consideration of the interests of the producer, nor 
does the factor of cost to the carrier of performing the additional service seem to have 
been given its due weight. From points on the main line of the Southern Pacific run- 
ning from Lathrop south, the difference in the distance to Stockton and the distance to 
Port Costa is but fifty-one (51) miles. From points on the west-side line of the Southern 
Pacific the difference in the distances to Stockton and the distance to Port Costa is but 
31 miles— yet the Railroad Company makes a charge of 50 cents per ton for these addi- 
tional hauls of 51 miles when the grain goes out via Lathrop and 31 miles when grain 
goes out via Tracy, or in other words for the additional haul from Lathrop the addi- 
tional charge is but 1 cent per ton per mile, while the additional where the grain goes 
out via Tracy is over 1% cents per mile. 
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Now, it must be borne in mind that when the grain reaches Lathrop or Tracy it is 
already loaded on cars and in the train, which train, in most cases, being made up for 
San Francisco, the chief terminus of the road, to reach which it has to pass Port Costa ; 
if it continued to Port Costa there is no switching as a rule or extra work at Lathrop ; 
if it goes to Stockton, it has to be taken out of the train which brought it to Lathrop 
and switched into another train which will take it to Stockton ; so that without claim- 
ing or professing any expert knowledge on the subject, it seems to me, as it will appear 
also to others, that the cost of handling, at Lathrop, grain in cars en route to Stockton 
is greater than the cost of handling, at Lathrop, grain in cars en route to Port Costa. 
So far as my observation goes, being familiar with handling grain, the cost of handling 
at delivery points, Stockton or Port Costa, if there is any difference it would be in favor 
of Port Costa. 

The Railroad Company should look at this question, and, if you please, the way the 
Commission should look at it, is that when grain reaches Lathrop the carrier should 
determine whether it should enjoy the longer haul by taking the grain to Port Costa or 
the shorter haul by taking it to Stockton ; and the only factor to the carrier would be 
whether he, the carrier, could make an additional profit over and above the actual out- 
lay incident to performing the additional service, by carrying the grain to Port Costa 
rather than by taking it to Stockton, and if the carrier can make this additional profit 
by charging less than 50 cents per ton, then it follows that such a less rate, offering an 
additional profit, would be a reasonable rate which the carrier should be obliged to 
accept for its services. 

I do not pretend to any expert knowledge on this subject. I have, what seems to me, a 
well-grounded opinion that the additional cost of landing grain, which is already on 
cars and in a tram, an additional fifty miles over a dead level, is less than % cent per 
ton per mile, and if it does not exceed % cent per ton per mile, then an additional rate 
of 25 cents a ton will pay all the additional cost to which the Railroad Company is sub- 
ject in performing the additional haul to Port Costa as against Stockton, and a rate of 30 
cents per ton would be a reasonable profit for such additional service, as it certainly 
gives the Railroad Company something in addition to what the Railroad Company pays 
out in performing such service, and by that amount, whatever it is, increases the net 
revenue of such company. Of course I understand, as everybody will, that the rate at 
which the Railroad Company could perform an additional service under the circum- 
stances which I have described and thereby obtain business and not revenue which it 
would not otherwise obtain, would not be a reasonable rate for performing the whole 
service, because such a rate might not meet the total expense of the company, but this 
here is a proposition where, if the business is taken to Stockton, that ends the Railroad 
Company's connection with it, but if it takes it to Port Costa the Company makes an 
additional profit. 

Now, as to whether the rate of less than 50 cents per ton would pay a profit under the 
conditions described by me. I have said that 50 cents per ton for the additional haul 
from Lathrop to Port Costa is 1 cent per mile, and from Tracy X% cents per mile. 

People in the business know that the Southern Pacific Company, in connection with 
the Union Pacific, Rio Grande Western, Atchison & Topeka, Santa F£, and other con- 
necting roads, will take grain from San Francisco to Chicago over through lines, where 
average length is more than 2400 miles, for $12 per ton, or \i cent per mile, so there 
must be some profit in the business which is competition business, or the railroads 
would not handle the business ; and if they haul grain from San Francisco to Chicago 
over the Sierra Nevada and Rocky Mountains for % cent per ton per mile, can they not 
make this additional haul from Lathrop, over a dead level line, to Port Costa for % cent 
per mile and make money? The same roads brought corn into California from Kansas 
and Nebraska points, a distance of over 1800 miles, at the rate of $11 per ton, amounting 
to less than six tenths of a cent per ton per mile. In performing this service the corn is 
hauled across the Rocky and Sierra Nevada Mountains. 

Now, on the other hand, there is a view to take of it from the producers' standpoint: 
Everybody who is at all familiar with the business knows that the price paid to the 
grain-growers in the interior is the price at ship's tackle in San Francisco Bay or at Port 
Costa, less freight from producing point to ship's tackle. If the rate from the producing 
point in the San Joaquin Valley, say Bakersfield, to Port Costa is reduced, the farmer 
gets the benefit of that reduction by an increased price for his product. 
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So here is presented this proposition, that by reducing the rate to Port Costa, the 
price of grain to the producer is increased while it also increases the net earnings to the 
carrier; thus, it would seem that the interest I represent seems to be in line with the 
interests of both producer and carrier, and in this way for the benefit of the largest 
number, which certainly cannot be said for our friends from Stockton. 

In looking over grain-rate sheets I find the rate from Bakersfield to Port Costa to be 
|3.25 per ton, distance 282 miles. From Tulare the rate is $%*96 per ton, distance of 219 
miles. The difference in the length of haul to Port Costa from Bakersfield and Tulare, 
respectively, is 63 miles. If an additional haul of 63 miles at the upper end of the 
valley can be performed and is performed for 30 cents per ton, why should the Railroad 
Company charge for an additional haul of 51 miles at the lower end of the valley 50 
cents per ton? Again, I know by information and experience as well that grain can be 
taken to Stockton, transferred to barges or boats, and hauled to Port Costa for 40 cents 
per ton. 

For some time past the rate on grain from Stockton to Port Costa has been nominally 
50 cents a ton, and nominally 50 cents a ton from Stockton to San Francisco, and the 
difference which the San Francisco & San Joaquin Valley Road charges between deliv- 
eries of grain at Stockton is 50 cents per ton additional, whether the grain goes to Port 
Costa or San Francisco. 

You will notice that they make no difference at all between Port Costa and San Fran, 
cisco deliveries, and still Port Costa is only about one half the distance from Stockton 
compared with San Francisco. 

If there should be no difference in the charges for taking grain from Stockton to San 
Francisco as compared with taking grain from Stockton to Port Costa by water, why 
should there be any difference, or a very great difference, in the charges,for taking grain 
to Stockton and Port Costa? 

In conclusion, let me say that I have endeavored to talk to you on this matter. with a 
good will to all and malice to none, seeking only that which is of the greatest benefit to 
the greatest number and to the injury of none. 



DECISION OF COMMISSIONERS. 

On June 7, 1899, Commissioner Blackstock offered the following reso- 
lution : 

In the matter of the Stockton and Port Costa Differential, 

This matter coming on regularly to be heard before the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State of California, on the 8th day of May, 1899, and argument 
having been made, both oral and written, by Col. George B. Sperry and others represent- 
ing the City of Stockton, and by H. Eppinger and others representing Porta Costa, and 
by J. C. Stubbs representing the Southern Pacific Company; and the matter having 
been submitted, and by the Board taken under advisement; 

Now, the Board being fully advised in the premises, does find and determine that 
the differential on the grain rates now existing between the City of Stockton and Port 
Costa are just, fair, and reasonable, and that no cause or reason now exists which will 
justify a modification thereof. 

Wherefore, by reason of the premises, and pursuant to the finding aforesaid, it is 
ordered and adjudged that said differential shall not be modified or decreased until the 
further order of this Board. 

Thus ordered this 7th day of June, 1899, and moved the adoption thereof. 

The resolution receiving the unanimous vote of the Commission, was 
ordered adopted and approved as read. 
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FRANK J. PATTISON vs. SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY.

Frank J. Pattison, being duly sworn, deposes and says: That he resides at No. 1026 
West Twenty-fifth Street, in the City of Los Angeles, State of California ; 

That the Southern Pacific Railroad Company owns and operates a railroad which 
passes by the station known as "Honby," situated in the County of Los Angeles, State 
of California, and located about thirty-eight miles, more or less, north of the City of Los 
Angeles, State of California ; that the said Honby is a flag station on said Southern Pacinc 
Railroad ; that deponent purchased a railroad ticket at its ticket office in the City of Los 
Angeles, State of California, for said Honby station, on the 8th day of November, 1898 ; that 
said Railroad Company ran a certain passenger train on the 15th day of November, 1898, 
which was due at said Honby station for Los Angeles at about the hour of 5:30 a. m., 
according to its time card in force at that date ; that on said 15th day of November, 1898, 
deponent desired to take said train at the above time and place for the City of Los 
Angeles ; that he was at the station for about thirty minutes before said train was due; 
that the said train on that date consisted of two sections; that deponent flagged first 
section as it appeared at the switch, but the train neglected to stop; that in a few 
moments the second section arrived and deponent flagged said train as it appeared at 
the switch, but that said train neglected to stop; that a party by the name of J. C. Rob- 
erts was present at the same time and assisted in flagging said second section ; that 
deponent then went to Saugus, a regular station on the said road, and took the next train 
for Los Angeles ; that when he arrived in Los Angeles, he went to the office of the said 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, on the corner of Spring and Third Streets, and 
made a complaint, but was referred to Mr. S. Burkhalter, at Bakersfield, Cal. ; that 
deponent then notified said Burkhalter, in writing, of the refusal of said train to stop at 
Honby on the 15th day of November, 1898, but, up to the present time, has received no 
reply. 

Deponent further says that he knows it to be the custom of the said S. P. R. R. Com- 
pany to stop at flag stations for the accommodation of the traveling public, and by its 
refusal to stop at said time, he believes it to be a violation of the law. 

Wherefore, he prays that the Railroad Commissioners of this State investigate the 
matter, and if the charges be sustained that the said Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany forfeit its charter in this State, and for such other relief as may be just.

DECISION OF COMMISSIONERS. 

The complaint having been taken under advisement by the Board, 
the following decision and order therein were made, all the Commissioners 
concurring: 

Before the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California. 

Frank J. Pattison, 

vs. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Company 

In the matter of the petition of Frank J. Pattison, filed herein on the 13th day of 
February, 1899, complaining against the Southern Pacinc Railroad Company, to the

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effect that on the 15th day of November, 1898, the said Railroad Company ran a certain 
passenger train which was due at Honby station, in the Gonnty of Los Angeles, State of 
California, at 5:30 a. m., according to its time card in force on that date, and the com- 
plainant alleges : That on the 15th day of November, 1898, he desired to take said train 
at the above time and place for the City of Los Angeles, and that he had theretofore 
purchased a ticket entitling him to ride on said train* etc. ; he also alleges that he 
flagged the train, and that the train was not stopped at said station by the operators or 
employes of said Railroad Company. 

The petitioner prays that the Railroad Commission of this State shall investigate the 
matter, and if the charges be sustained that the said Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany shall forfeit its charter in this State, and for such other relief as may be just. 

The Constitution of this State provides that this Commission shall have power, and 
that it shall be their duty to establish rates of charges for the transportation of passen- 
gers or freight by railroad or other transportation companies, and it is made their duty 
to establish the same from time to time, etc. The power and authority of this Com- 
mission are manifestly limited to the fixing of freights and fares, .within this State, of 
railroad and other transportation companies, and to hear and determine complaints 
filed with them, alleging discrimination in charges, etc., of freights and fares. There 
is no provision in the Constitution or in the Statutes that we are able to find authoriz- 
ing this Board to issue its process requiring a railroad company to answer a complaint 
such as the one filed by the complainant, and therefore it follows that it is the duty of 
the Commission to decline to issue a subpoena or summons in this case. 

That, notwithstanding the fact that the Commission has no jurisdiction to issue a 
summons based upon the complaint herein, it is ordered that a copy of said complaint 
and this order be made and referred to the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, and 
that the said Company be and it hereby is specially urged and requested to investigate 
the charges and complaint made by the complainant, and that such relief be granted 
to him as is just and proper; and said Railroad Company is also requested to report its 
action in the premises to this Commission.

ANSWER OF SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 10, 1899. 
Subject : Frank J. Pattison vs. S. P. R. R. Co, 

To the Honorable the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California: 

Gentlemen : I am in receipt, through your Secretary, of a copy of the complaint filed 
by Frank J. Pattison, alleging that a passenger train of the Southern Pacific Company, 
in two sections, passing through Honby station in Los Angeles County, failed to stop 
for him, although flagged by him at that place. 

As requested by your Honorable Board, we have investigated the matter, with the 
following result : 

One of the rules of the Southern Pacific Company, which is in conformity with the 
practice of railroads all over the United States, is that when a train is divided into two 
or more sections, only the last section must stop for passengers at a flag station. The 
reasonableness of the rule is apparent, from the fact that were the practice otherwise, 
two, three, or more sections of train might be delayed for the purpose of taking up one 
passenger, whereas if the last section only is stopped that section is the only one that 
can be affected thereby. It is therefore immaterial whether, as Mr. Pattison alleges, he 
flagged the first section of the train or not, as it was not permissible for it to stop, under 
the rule. 

We have made close inquiry of the engineer and fireman of the second section, who 
are regarded as very careful and trustworthy men, and they say positively that they 
were not flagged at Honby on the trip referred to in the complaint. The engineer 
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remembers that two men stood upon the side track, at a short distance from the main 
line, but he did not observe any signal given by them, nor was there anything in their 
appearance that indicated to him that they desired the train to stop. It may be that 
Mr. Pattison's annoyance at being left by the first section of the train caused him to 
omit to signal the second section, or, if he did give the signal, that it was of such a 
character as not to be understood by the engineer. The complaint is silent as to what 
kind of signal was given. 

Under these circumstances, while we regret the inconvenience caused to Mr. Pattison, 
we cannot see that any blame can be attached to the men in charge of the train.

The product which is by different 
firms termed differently, viz: "Malt Sugar," "Malt Extract," "Malt Syrup," etc., 
is a cheap article costing only 6 cents per pound and packed in iron tanks. The risk is 
about 00%. 

Hoping that this communication will receive your favorable consideration in the 
end, and that we may be allowed the rebate we have prayed for.

are hereto attached, either to our agent at San Jos6, Mr. H. R. Sterne, or to me here, 
we will see that same is vouchered and the overcharge returned. 
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I should have been glad to have taken like action if Mr. Doerr communicated with 
me direct instead of putting your Board to the annoyance and trouble of having to be 
the vehicle through which the complaint was transmitted.

Dear Sib: May I take the liberty of addressing you as one of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners oi the State? I regret that I do not happen to know the name of the Secretary 
of your Board, nor his address, and hope that I am not troubling you too much. A 
few days ago the California Northwestern Railway Company (San Francisco <fc North 
Pacific) charged " train rates " for a ticket purchased on the' train at Ukiah. The regular 
fare from Ukiah to San Francisco is $4.50 ; and by an oversight I failed to get my ticket 
before the train started to leave the station, and consequently was charged $4.95 for the 
ticket by the conductor, which is an advance of ten per cent over the regular rates. 
The conductor gave me a check indicating that I had paid this amount, and I supposed 
that on presenting this check to the office in San Francisco, a rebate of the excess would 
be given. This the company refused to do. Would you kindly let me know, 

First — Whether the company has the right to charge this additional amount? 
. Second— Whether the law obliges them to return it on satisfactory evidence of its 
having been paid by the passenger? 

I have the impression that the first point was recently decided by the courts in a case 
originating in the San Joaquin Valley, but I may be mistaken. If it is not convenient 
for you to give me the desired information yourself, could you kindly give me the name 
and address of the Secretary of your Commission, or refer me to where I can get the 
information? Thanking you in advance for the favor, I remain,

Gentlemen : Your letter of the 1st, inclosing a copy of the communication from 
E. F. Goodyear, duly received. 

Ukiah is a regular station on this road, at which we have an agent, and our ticket 
office is always open for the sale of tickets a reasonable time before the departure of 
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each train. At all our stations and in all our cars is posted a notice stating that passen- 
gers who do not purchase tickets before entering the train will be charged ten cents 
extra on all fares under one dollar and ten per cent extra on all fares of one dollar and 
more. 

Mr. Goodyear failed to procure a ticket by an oversight, as he states, before boarding 
the train, and as he had no ticket the conductor assessed the ten per cent. In connec- 
tion with our action on this matter we respectfully refer you to the following, which you 
will find in Section 2189 of the Civil Code, wherein it is provided : 

"A passenger upon a railroad train who has not paid his fare before entering the 
train, if he has been afforded an opportunity to do so, must upon demand pay ten per 
cent in addition to the ' regular rates.' "

Gentlemen: We beg to call your attention to the following statement of freight 
charges on cattle per car : 

From Gilroy to San Francisco, distance 81 miles $20 00 

From Gilroy to Stockyards, distance about 75 miles 20 00 

From Gilroy to Sacramento, distance about 156 miles 28 00 

From Coyote to San Francisco, distance about 75 miles 16 00 

From Coyote to Stockyards, distance about 69 miles 23 00 

From Coyote to San Francisco, distance about 152 miles 28 00 

We also request that the Southern Pacific Company return our teams and wagons 
free from San Francisco, when empty and after they have made their delivery of meat 
in San Francisco ; rate being entirely too high, works a great hardship on Oakland 
butchers. If we pay for the teams and wagons one way, and 65 cents per ton regardless 
of number of tons ; for instance as per their circular letter to us, they charge 75 cents 
per ton when under three tons, and 65 cents per ton when over three tons, we ask that 
they make a flat rate of 65 cents per ton regardless of quantity.

On August 28, 1899, the following communication from Mr. J. C. 
Stubbs, Vice-President of the Southern Pacific Company, in reply, was 
read, and on motion, placed on file: 

August 7, 1899. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners, Chronicle Building, City: 

Gentlemen: In answer to the complaint filed withj your Honorable Board under 
date of June 12, 1899, by the Oakland Meat Company (copy of which was served on 
this Company under date 11th ult.), regarding rates on cattle from Coyote and Gilroy 
to Stockyards versus rates from same points to San Francisco and Sacramento, also 
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complaint that the current rates in force between San Francisco and Oakland, Broad- 
way Wharf via the Company's creek fetry steamers, are unreasonable and exorbitant : 
In this complaint there are two distinct and separate questions. We will, therefore, 
answer under their respective heads. 

Rates on Cattle to Stockyards. 

San Francisco is the live-stock market of the State of California, and rates of necessity 
base on San Francisco. Rates from points south of San Jose" passing through San Fran- 
cisco to Oakland Stockyards stand in the same relation as rates from points east of Oak- 
land passing through South San Francisco. The rates south of San Jose* to Oakland and 
from points east of Oakland to South San Francisco are made by adding $2 to $5 per car 
to the San Francisco rate, to return a fair reward for extra service in handling beyond 
San Francisco in either case, which includes a switching-out of the trains on either side 
of San Francisco Bay and transfer by boat, except when hauled around said bay, for 
Company's convenience. It should be remembered that San Francisco butchers pay an 
additional charge of $2.50 per car for switching cars from San Francisco city yards to 
Potrero abattoirs on all shipments originating east of Oakland. These variations affect 
stations only where rates have been issued to meet special conditions ; the general prin- 
ciple of this schedule is shown below :

It will be observed that the rates to San Francisco from points Coyote to Santa Mar- 
garita are practically the same for same distance as rates Elmira to Redding, giving the 
shipper in the Santa Clara Valley practically the benefit of the same rate as enjoyed 
by the shipper in the Sacramento Valley. 

Investigation develops that of the total movement of cattle from all points on this 
company's rails to Oakland Stockyards not ten per cent is obtained from points south 
of San Jose" ; the balance is obtained from points east of Oakland in California, Nevada, 
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Oregon, and from the points named in the complaint not three per cent, or about 28 car- 
loads per annum. 

It would therefore appear that of all the points from which rates are published, the 
complainant has been able to find bat two— Gilroy and Coyote— where the rates are 
alleged to be out of joint, and concerning these it is not stated that any hardship has 
been worked. A higher rate for shorter distance, because increased cost of service and 
physical disability, from less favored location, is not unreasonable or unfair; per contra, 
it is fair and reasonable by the relation it bears to rates from other localities when it 
does not return more than a fair and just reward for the service performed. 

With reference to Sacramento: Said city is not an important live-stock market, and 
there is little or no movement in consequence. Rates shown in the tariff are merely 
for the purpose of uniformity, and not because of any particular revenue involved. The 
complaint filed, as above, has no true foundation in fact, and this Company asks your 
Honorable Board to deny the prayer. 



San Francisco — Oakland Ferry Rates. 

This Company operates a very expensive steam ferry service between the slips at foot 
of Market Street, San Francisco, and the slip at foot of Broadway, Oakland, a distance 
of 6.4 miles, giving a service of six steamers each way daily, by which is handled freight 
teams with freight loaded on wagons, trucks, or other vehicles. The regular tariff rates 
current are for this service : 

4-horse wagon, including animals, going or returning $1 25 

4-horse truck, including animals, going or returning 1 50 

2-horse wagon, including animals, going or returning 75 

2-horse truck, including animals, going or returning 1 00 

Freight on wagons or trucks, per ton of 2,000 lbs..— — 1 00 

In order to meet the public's requests upon this ferry, rates have been reduced from 
time to time to figures that hardly cover the cost of service, excepting taxes, interest on 
investment, and deterioration of plant. To make the burden of transportation as light 
as possible, special rates have been made to those who live or have their places of busi- 
ness either in San Francisco or Oakland, and use this ferry service one or more times 
daily. These special rates are : 

4-horse wagon or truck, including animals, going or returning $1 25 

2-horse wagon, including animals, going or returning - 60 

2-horse truck, including animals, going or returning 60 

Freight on wagons or trucks : 

In lots under 3 tons to the load, per ton 75 

In lots of 3 tons or over, per ton 60 

Complainant when delivering meat from Oakland Stockyards to San Francisco 
ordinarily makes one trip per day with 4-horse wagon or one trip per day with two 
2-horse wagons, the weight of meat averaging daily 3 tons of 2,000 pounds each. At the 
rates named herein the following revenue is derived therefrom : •

Weight of wagon 4,500 lbs. 

Weight of 4 horses at 1,500 lbs 6,000 lbs.

Paying this Company per ton of 2,000 pounds but 31.8 cents for an expensive ferry 
service of nearly 13 miles. 
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For Two t-Horse Wagons. 

Daily average weight of meat, 6,000 lbs., at 60 cents per ton $1 80 

Weight of two 2-horse wagons, 2,400 lbs. each 4,800 lbs. 

Weight of 4 horses, at 1,500 lbs. each 6,000 lbs. 

10,800 lbs. 
at 60 cents each 1 20 

Returning : 
Weight of horses and wagon, 10,800 lbs., at 60 cents each 1 20 

Total weight and revenue, 27,600 lbs $4 20 

Paying this company per ton of 2,000 pounds but 30.4 cents for an expensive service 
of nearly 13 miles. 

If the prayer of the complainant is granted and his wagons and animals are returned 
free, it represents in the first instance a haul of 13# tons for 13 miles earning 13 cents 
per ton, in the second hauling 14 tons 13 miles for less than 13 cents per ton; these 
figures, it must be conceded by all concerned, even the complainant himsel ,are unjust, 
unreasonable, and not affording the carrier fair return for the service performed. 

The rates now charged for the ferry service aforesaid do not warrant nor will they 
permit of further reduction. This Company pays annually to the State of California 
for rentals at the foot of Market Street, this city, for slips used by its steamers, more 
than $80,000. When you consider this enormous rental in connection with the very 
expensive service maintained and the very low rates charged, there is surely no equita- 
ble foundation for the complaint. 

From the foregoing I pray your Honorable Board will concur that no modification 
of the rates now charged should be made, and will deny the prayer of complainant 
accordingly.

On October 9, 1899, the complaint of the Oakland Meat Company 
against the Southern Pacific Company, having been set for this day, the 
case was called by the President. Mr. J. F. Reynold?, President, etc., 
appeared on behalf of the plaintiff, and Messrs. J. E. Foulds, Wm. 
Sproule, and K. A. White on behalf of the defendant. 

Mr. Reynolds, on behalf of his company, addressed the Commission, 
and stated that he did not care to proceed further in the matter, and 
asked leave to withdraw his complaint. 

Commissioner Blackstock then moved that the plaintiff be granted 
leave to withdraw its complaint as requested, and it was so ordered. 



M. A. HEINLEN vs. SOUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY. 

COMPLAINT. 

Lemoore, July 25, 1899. 

Mr. E. B. Edson, San Francisco, Chairman of Board of Railroad Commissioners: 

Dear Sir : I thought I would write you concerning some freight on some hay I had 

shipped from Elwood to Los Angeles to W. M. Dibble, a hay-dealer of that place. The 

amount of hay I shipped was 10,410 pounds, and the S. P. Co. charged me $38 freight on 

it ; in fact, there was very little left of it when the freight was paid. I wish you would 

endeavor to get a rebate on it.

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On August 20, 1899, the Secretary was instructed to send a copy of 
this communication to the Railroad Company, with the request that 
they report on same before next meeting of the Board. 

On October 9, 1899, the Secretary read the following reply of the 
Southern Pacific Company: 

San Francisco, September 14, 1899. 
The Honorable State Board of Railroad Commissioners, 27 Chronicle Building, City: 

Gentlemen: Regarding the complaint of Mr. M. A. Heinlen, of Lemoore, to your 
Honorable Board, under date of July 25th, account of alleged excessive charge on a 
shipment of hay from Elwood to Los Angeles. 

The car used in this case was a 35-foot, 60,000-pound capacity car, and the rate 
charged is in accordance with the tariff — namely, $3.80 per ton, minimum 10 tons. 

This hay originally moved from Lemoore to Elwood for account of the Southern 
Pacific Company, to be fed to animals doing construction work. On arrival at destina- 
tion a portion of it was found damaged, and was rejected. The damaged portion, 
weighing 10,400 pounds, was ordered to Los Angeles to be disposed of there. 

The matter was submitted to us on June 9th by Mr. Heinlen. We investigated it 
with Assistant General Freight Agent Luce, and in view of the fact that it was rejected 
hay, originally hauled by this Company to Elwood, we offered to give Mr. Heinlen the 
benefit of the carload rate on the actual weight moved from Elwood to Los Angeles, 
and so advised him on July 18th, or seven days before his complaint was filed with the 
Commission, and said to him that on surrender of expense bill, would refund him $18.24. 
Since that date we have been unable to get the expense bill. 

Mr. Heinlen' s action in complaining to the Commission a week after we offered to 

make refund on a most liberal basis looks peculiar, to say the least. He now says the 

complaint was made to the Commission by his bookkeeper.

REQUEST OF CRESCENT CITY & SMITH RIVER RAILROAD TO IN- 
CREASE PASSENGER FARE. 

In the matter of the request of the Crescent City & Smith River Rail- 
road to increase passenger fare from 50 cents to 75 cents between 
Crescent City and Smith River Bridge, etc.: 

Crescent City, Cal., September 10, 1898. 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, State of California: 

Gentlemen : The undersigned respectfully ask your permission to change the tariff 
now in force over the C. C. & S. R. R. R., as follows : Fare from Crescent City to Smith 
River Bridge and Smith River to be 75 cents, from Smith River to Burns' Camp and 
Crescent City and points between, to take the place of 50 cents now in force. 

The traffic between these points is so limited that it does not justify operating on the 

latter rate, the expense" of rebuilding trestles and bridges, to accommodate the business 

across said Smith River, being so great as to swallow up all the earnings derived from 

that source, but also the earnings derived from the other business of the road.

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Commis'sioner Edeon submitted the following report on the above 
request: 

San Francisco, June 7, 1890. 
To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California: 

Gentlemen : Having been appointed a committee of one, on the 3d day of January, 
to inquire into the request of Hobbs, Wall <ft Co. (Incorporated)— said request haying 
been filed in this office on the 20th day of September, 1898 — to have their fares increased 
from 50 to 75 cents from Crescent City to Smith River Bridge and Smith River. 

Not having been able to visit Crescent City personally, I have been in correspond- 
ence with the people there, and, considering the light traffic both in passenger and 
freight, they advise me that an increase as requested will not be improper. Also, in 
consultation with Hobbs, Wall <fe Co., I find that the total receipts of the road for pas- 
senger traffic for the year 1898 was $1,136.40. 

As there seems to be no contention between Hobbs, Wall & Co. and the citizens of 
Crescent City and vicinity, and they being willing, and thinking it proper that the 
request of Hobbs, Wall <fe Co. be granted, I will so recommend.

The Board made the following order in the matter of the request of 
the Crescent City & Smith River Railroad to increase the passenger 
tariff between Crescent City and Smith River Bridge and Smith River, 
and Smith River to Burns' Camp and Crescent City, to 75 cents in lieu 
of the 50-cent tariff now in force: 

The matter having been referred, on the 3d day of January, 1899, to Commissioner 
E. B. Edson for investigation, and it appearing from the report of Commissioner Edson, 
submitted therein, that there is no contention between the citizens of Crescent City and 
vicinity and the Railroad Company, and that the request of the Company is a just and 
proper one, it is hereby ordered and adjudged that the Crescent City & Smith River 
Railroad Company be permitted to increase the rate between the points above mentioned 
from 50 to 75 cents. 

' This order was adopted by a unanimous vote of the Commission.

Gentlemen : Referring to the complaint filed with your Board by Mr. S. L. McNaugh- 
ton of Ager, under date August 18th, calling attention to the fact that the rate on fresh 
fruit in less than carloads from Marysville to Ager is 83 cents, and to Ashland, Or., 40 
cents per 100 pounds. 

On investigation, find the tariff rates iiow in force to be as claimed by Mr. McNaugh- 
ton, owing to the fact that the rate of 40 cents Applying to Ashland, Or., has been pub- 
lished only to points in Oregon and for the purpose of assisting California growers to 
find a market in Oregon. It has not applied to points in Northern California, merely 
because that section of country usually produces sufficient fresh fruit for its own con- 
sumption, but we have now informed Mr. McNaughton that the rate of 40 cents will in 
future be made to apply to intermediate points in California south of Ashland, there- 
fore take it that this will answer the complaint.

MILLER & LUX ET AL. vs. SOUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY. 

COMPLAINT. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California: 

Gentlemen: The undersigned cattle shippers and dealers do call the attention of 
your Honorable Board to the fact that we are dissatisfied with the character of the 
service which is being rendered by the railroad companies in this State, in the matter 
of cattle shipments. The service is unsatisfactory in many respects, and particularly 
with regard to the failure of the companies to run their stock-trains on schedule time, 
and to handle live-stock on their cars with proper care. It is very often the case that 
the trains are many hours behind schedule time, and we are thereby compelled to keep 
our cattle standing in the cars waiting to be coupled with the trains when they arrive. 
This causes an appreciable shrinkage in the weight of the cattle, and bruising the cattle, 
and consequent loss to us. It also compels our men to stand guard at the corrals at 
unreasonable hours, and often incapacitates them from performing their usual duties on 
account of the exposure to which they are put while waiting for the trains to arrive. 
We also desire to complain at the carelessness of the companies while coupling cattle 
cars. They are thrown together with great violence, thereby causing the cattle m,uch 
needless suffering.

To the Honorable the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California: 

Gentlemen : I am in receipt, through your Secretary, of a copy of a memorandum 
complaining of the methods of transportation of cattle upon railroads in California, 
and signed by Miller <fe Lux and thirteen other firms or persons. x 

So far as the business of transportation of cattle over the lines operated by the 
Southern Pacific Company is concerned, I have investigated the matter, with the follow- 
ing results : 

The practice of said Company is, whenever sufficient cars of live-stock (the minimum 
being twenty-five) are offered to constitute a train, they are sent special — that is, are 
made up into an extra train, and forwarded on fast time, without picking up other 
freight en route. 

When smaller lots of cars are offered, they are handled on local trains, and in such 
case the stock-cars are placed next the caboose in order to avoid, as much as possible, 
switching the cars. 

Each Division Superintendent of the Company, and all trainmen, are under strict 
orders to handle stock with great care. These orders have been supplemented by our 
General Freight Department by a special circular letter addressed to each Division 
Superintendent, inclosing a copy of the complaint addressed as aforesaid by Messrs. 
Miller & Lux et al. to your Honorable Board, and reiterating said orders, and also in- 
structing Division Superintendents to make an example of any trainman or switchman 
who shall be guilty of roughly or carelessly handling stock by dismissing them from 
p, the service of the Company. 

In this connection, I would say that each shipment of cattle is accompanied by one 
or more persons, representing the owner, who are necessarily aware of all improper 
handling of same by trainmen, and I am authorized to say, that if these representa- 
tives of the owner will promptly notify the officers of the Company of any misconduct 
in relation to the stock upon the part of trainmen which they may observe, the matter 
will be thoroughly investigated and the delinquent parties punished.

Comes now John C. Moore, plaintiff above named, and by this his amended com- 
plaint represents to the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of 
California and for cause of complaint against the defendants above named alleges : 

That the defendants above named a re,, and each of them is, and at all times in this 
complaint mentioned each has been a railroad corporation duly incorporated and exist- 
ing as such, and are and each of them is and at all times herein mentioned has been a 
common carrier of passengers and freight within the State of California and operating 
and conducting a line of railroad within said State running from the City of San Fran- 
cisco to the City of Fresno in said State and elsewhere within the said State of Cali- 
fornia, and which railroads so owned, operated, and conducted by said defendants 
extend over the greater portion of the State of California, and at all times herein men- 
tioned have been used and operated by said defendants for the purpose of carrying 
freight, passengers, and for the accommodation and convenience of the public. 

That the San Francisco & San Joaquin Valley Railroad Company is, and at all 
times in this complaint mentioned has been, a corporation duly incorporated and 
existing under the laws of the State of California, and transacting business within said 
State, and is and at all times herein mentioned has been a common carrier of freight 
and passengers within the State of California, and at all times in this complaint mentioned 
said last named corporation has owned and operated a line of railroad within the State 
of California from the City of Stockton to the City of Fresno in said State and connect- 
ing by boat with the City of Stockton to said City of San Francisco, and is now and at 
all of said times has been engaged as a common carrier of freight and passengers 
between the City of San Francisco and the said City of Fresno in said State of California 
and elsewhere in said State. 

That -the defendant the Southern Pacific Railroad Company is, and at all times 
herein mentioned has been, the owner of said line of railroad first above referred 
to running from the City of San Francisco to the City of Fresno, and the defendant 
the Southern Pacific Company at all of said times herein mentioned has been and 
now is the lessee of said railroad, leasing the same from the said Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, and the said defendants have been operating and conducting 
said line of railroad, and at all of said times have been and now are common carriers of 
freight and passengers on said road. 

That on the 18th of July, 1898, the said defendants issued their circular number 86 of 
their schedule of rate of fares for passengers between San Francisco and various points 
in the State of California, and including the rate for one first-class passenger ticket from 
the City of San Francisco to the City of Fresno, and a like rate for such first-class 
passenger ticket from the City of Fresno to the City of San Francisco, for the sum of 
and at the rate of $3.75 for trip one way, and from and after said July 18, 1898, until and 
including the 20th day of March, 1900, the said defendants continued said rate in force 
and continued to sell such ticket between said cities of San Francisco and Fresno at 
the rate aforesaid. 

That on and for many years prior to the said 18th day of July, 1898, the rate of each 
first-class ticket between said cities as established by the said defendants and for which 
tickets had and for many years prior thereto have been sold was the sum of $5.90, and 
the rate established by said circular number 86 was a reduction from said rate of $5.90. 

That said reduction in the sale of such tickets, to wit: from $5.90 to $3.75 for one 
single fare between said cities, was made and said rate established and adopted for the 
purpose of competing with the said San Francisco & San Joaquin Valley Railroad 
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Company, a corporation, and a common carrier of freight and passengers within said 
State and between said cities, and said rate of $3.75 was adopted and put in force and 
kept in force by said defendants between said cities, and said rate was so lowered by 
said defendants between said cities for the transportation of passengers between said 
points to meet the competition of and between said San Francisco & San Joaquin 
Valley Railroad Company, a corporation, then and ever since such common carrier of 
freight and passengers, for the purpose of competing with the rates established by said 
San Francisco & San Joaquin Valley Railroad Company and for no other purpose. 

That on the 20th day of March, 1900, the defendants herein issued circular A 235, 
canceling circular number 86, above referred to, of July 18, 1808, and canceling and 
withdrawing said rate of $3.75 for passenger fare between the City of San Francisco and 
the City of Fresno and restoring the said rate first above referred to of $5.90 ; since 
which time said defendants have not, nor have either of them, had on sale or offered 
for sale any ticket of $3.75 for one first-class or other passenger fare between the City of 
San Francisco and the City of Fresno, or for either way, or any other or less rate than 
$5.90 for one fare for one passenger between said cities. 

That the said defendants did not, nor did either of them, prior to adopting and 
putting in force said circular number 235, or prior to the withdrawal from sale of said 
tickets for $3.75 between said points, or prior to raising said rate from said price of $3.75 
and restoring and putting in force said advance rate of $5.90, obtain the consent of the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California, and said rate between said 
cities of San Francisco and Fresno was raised from $3.75 to $5.90 and increased from 
said standard of $3.75 without the consent of the said Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
and said Board of Railroad Commissioners is now and at all times in this complaint 
mentioned has been the governmental authority in which has been vested the power to 
regulate freights "and fares within the State of California, and the power to regulate 
freights and fares within the State of California now is and at all times in this complaint 
mentioned has been vested solely in said Board of Railroad Commissioners. 

Complainant further alleges that he is a citizen and resident of the County of 
Fresno, State of California, and has been at all times herein mentioned, and since March 
20, 1900, has applied and sought to purchase and obtain a ticket from said defendants 
from the City of Fresno to the City of San Francisco for said sum of $3.75, but ever since 
said 20th day of March, 1900, complainant and all other persons have been unable to 
obtain such ticket or transportation from said defendants from said City of Fresno to 
the City of San Francisco for a less rate than $5.90, and that complainant has been and 
is grieved by the action of the defendants herein complained of. 

Wherefore, complainant prays that this Board make an order declaring said action 
of said defendants herein complained of to be null and void, and requiring and com- 
manding the restoration of said rate of $3.75, and for an order establishing the rate 
between the City of San Francisco and the City of Fresno, and either way, for one first- 
class passenger fare at $3.75, and for such other and further order and proceeding as to 
this Board shall seem just and proper in the premises.

Now come the defendants herein, and for their answer to plaintiff's amended com- 
plaint deny that at all or any of the times mentioned therein, the San Francisco & San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad Company was, or is, or has heen engaged as a common carrier 
of freight and passengers between the City of San Francisco and the City of Fresno in 
the State of California, or elsewhere in said State. On the contrary, these defendants 
allege that the line of railroad of said Company referred to in said complaint, and upon 
and over which it was engaged in the business of carrying freight and passengers for 
hire, commenced at a point in the San Joaquin Valley south of Fresno, running north- 
erly to the City of Stockton, which was its northern terminus, and the nearest point to 
the City of San Francisco upon its said line of railroad. That a line of steamers owned 
by an independent proprietor, plying between said City of Stockton and said City of 
San Francisco, connected with the said line of railroad of said San Francisco & San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad Company at Stockton, and transported the freight and pas- 
sengers of said Company between Stockton and San Francisco, at and for a rate of freight 
and fare fixed by and collected by and for the proprietors of said line of steamers, and 
that, so far as the transportation of said passengers and freight thereon was concerned, 
said San Francisco <fe San Joaquin Valley Railroad acted as the agents of said steam- 
ers only, and not as common carriers thereon, and that any through rates between 
points on its said railroad line via Stockton, and San Francisco, quoted or collected by 
said Company, were made by adding to the rate established upon said railroad between 
Stockton and the several stations thereon, the rate charged by said steamboat line for 
transportation between San Francisco and Stockton. 

That during the period aforesaid, defendant Southern Pacific Railroad Company also 
owned and defendant Southern Pacific Company operated under lease a line of railroad 
commencing at Stockton and running south to and beyond Fresno, which said railroad 
line also connected at Stockton with a line of steamboats running to San Francisco. 

That long prior to the 18th day of July, 1898, each of said companies, for the accom- 
modation of the public, issued through tickets between Fresno and San Francisco via 
Stockton, entitling the holders thereof to be transported on said respective lines of 
steamboats between San Francisco and Stockton, in addition to their transportation 
over said railroads between Stockton and Fresno. That the San Francisco & San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad Company fixed a rate of $3.60 between Fresno and Stockton 
and added thereto 15 cents for transportation by steamboat between Stockton and San 
Francisco, making the through charge $3.75. 

That long prior to the 18th day of July, 1898, the rate of fare on defendant's said rail- 
road between Fresno and Stockton was established by the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of California, ever since has remained, and still is at the rate of $3.75, 
and no reduction thereof or addition thereto has ever been made by either of these defend- 
ants, the only tickets between said points issued by either of them at any rate less 
than $3.75 being special limited excursion tickets or commutation tickets of the kind 
hereinafter more particularly described, which were sold at the rate of $3.60 each, or, if 
including the transportation on said connecting steamboat line between Stockton and 
San Francisco, at the rate of $3.75. 
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That all other passengers except those purchasing the limited tickets aforesaid over 
defendant's said railroad line were, in addition to the regular rate of $3.75, charged the 
full fare on the steamboat line between Stockton and San Francisco, if they traveled 
thereon. 

That said lines of railroad and steamboat were parallel and competing lines, and 
competition was in full operation and maintained long before and subsequent to the 
18th day of July .1898, and ever since has been and is still in full operation. 

That in addition to the line of railroad hereinbefore described running from Stockton 
to Fresno, defendant Southern Pacific Company operated, during all the times in said 
complaint mentioned, and still, respectively, own and operate a separate, distinct, and 
independent rail line of railroad from the City of Fresno to San Francisco, upon which 
the rate of fare for passengers was, on the 18th day of July, 1898, and long prior thereto, 
and ever since, has been and now is fixed by the Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of California at the rate of $5.90. 

These defendants admit that on the 18th day of July, 1898, defendant Southern 
Pacific Company did issue its Circular No. 86, but denies that said circular constituted 
a schedule of rate of fare for passengers between San Francisco and various points in 
the State of California, or included the rate for one first-class passenger ticket from the 
City of San Francisco to the City of Fresno, or a like rate for such first-class passenger 
ticket from the City of Fresno to the City of San Francisco, for the sum of and at the 
rate of $3.75 for trip one way, or that from and after July 18, 1898, or any other day, 
until and including the 20th day of March, 1900, or any other day, said defendants con- 
tinued said rate in force or continued to sell such tickets between said cities of San 
Francisco and Fresno at the rate aforesaid. 

But these defendants allege that said circular 86 did not purport to nor did it estab- 
lish any ticket-rate whatever over said first-mentioned line of railroad of these defend- 
ants from Stockton to Fresno and the connecting line of steamboats, but purported to 
and did offer to the public over said last-mentioned independent, continuous, all-rail 
line from San Francisco to Fresno certain excursion or commutation tickets issued at 
special rates much lower than the fair and reasonable standard rates for the transporta- 
tion of passengers thereover which had, as aforesaid, been fixed and established 
thereon by the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California, and have 
ever since remained and now are in full force and effect. That said excursion or com- 
mutation tickets were in said circular designated as first-class limited tickets, and each 
and all thereof contained special limitations and restrictions upon the use thereof by 
the passenger purchasing the same, and each passenger purchasing any thereof was 
required to and did expressly bind himself to observe said special limitations and 
restrictions, and, in consideration of the lower rates at which said limited tickets were 
sold, expressly waived and abandoned all other rights in the use of the same to which 
he would have been entitled by. law if said tickets had been sold without limitations 
and restrictions, and at the rates fixed by said Board of Railroad Commissioners. 
The limitations and restrictions upon the use of said first-class limited tickets herein- 
before referred to, were plainly printed upon the face of each of said tickets, and were as 
follows : Said tickets were specified as good for one continuous passage only, and no 
stop-over privileges were given thereon ; said tickets were not transferable, and could 
only be used upon the day of their date or upon such date as the agent selling the 
same should punch in the margin of the ticket, or stamp upon the back thereof; and 
no tickets other than these so limited were sold, or offered to the public by the terms of 
or under said circular No. 86, That by reason of the waiver and commutation aforesaid 
of the rights which passengers purchasing said tickets would have had if in lieu thereof 
they had purchased an ordinary first-class ticket at the rate fixed and established by 
the Commissioners as aforesaid, this defendant was enabled to carry them upon said 
special limited tickets with less expense and with more convenience to itself, and by 
reason of the inducement offered, these defendants reasonably anticipated that many 
persons would thereby be caused to travel over said line of railroad who would not 
travel thereon at the ordinary or standard rate. t 

These defendants allege that the rate established by said circular No. 86 was not a 
reduction from said rate of $5.90 established and fixed by the Commissioners aforesaid, 
inasmuch as it had no application to tickets of the class and kind for which said rate 
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was fixed, but applied only to the special limited tickets hereinbefore described, which 
were excursion or commutation tickets within the meaning of the last clause of Section 
21 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State of California, and not subject in any- 
wise to the jurisdiction of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of said State. 

Defendants further allege that said special rate of $3.75 for said excursion or com- 
mutation tickets aforesaid was not made nor was said rate established or adopted for 
the purpose of competing with the San Francisco & San Joaquin Valley Railroad 
Company, a corporation, or any common carrier of freight or passengers within said 
State of California or between said cities. 

Defendants deny that said rate of $3.75 was adopted or put in force or kept in force 
by them between said cities, or that said rate fixed as aforesaid by said Commissioners 
was lowered at all between said points to meet any competition of or between the said 
San Francisco & San Joaquin Valley Railroad Company, or for the purpose of com- 
peting with rates established by said Company or any other common carrier. 

These defendants admit that on the 20th day of March, 1900, defendant Southern 
Pacific Company issued circular No. A 235, which had been preceded by circular No. 
A 230 of March 19, 1900, and that by said circulars the said limited first-class rates pro- 
vided for by said circular No. 86, with certain exceptions therein mentioned, were 
withdrawn and discontinued, but denies that it thereby restored the rate established 
and fixed by the Commissioners aforesaid of $5.90 between San Francisco and Fresno. 
On the contrary, these defendants allege that said rate of $5.90 had at all times been in 
full force and effect, and was the rate paid over said railroad by all passengers except 
such as chose to avail themselves of the special limited excursion or commutation 
tickets provided for by circular No. 86, by waiving certain privileges which attached to 
tickets sold at the $5.90 rate, and specially agreeing to the limitations and conditions of 
said special limited-tickets. 

These defendants admit that prior to putting in force said circular No. 235, and prior 
to the withdrawal of the special limited tickets at $3.75 between San Francisco and 
Fresno provided for by circular No. 86, the consent of the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners was not thereunto obtained, but allege that said Board never had, or attempted 
to exercise, any jurisdiction whatsoever over the same, and that the same were volun- 
tarily established by defendant Southern Pacific Company, and it had the right to with- 
draw the same at any time without the consent of said Commission. 

These defendants allege that said rate, was not raised by them or either of them from 
$3.75, nor was the rate of $5.90 restored or put in force by them or either of them, nor 
was any increase made in the established rate, nor was the consent of the said Board of 
Railroad Commissioners requisite or necessary in the premises. 

These defendants allege that they did not, nor did either of them, by said circular 
No. 86, or otherwise, lower their rates for transportation of passengers from one point to 
another for the purpose of competing with any common carrier, or create any standard 
of reduced rates of fares, nor was any such standard created, or regulated by the consent 
of any governmental authority in which was vested the power to regulate fares. On the 
contrary, these defendants allege that said rates of fares which had theretofore been 
fixed as aforesaid by said Board of Railroad Commissioners had, during all the times 
herein mentioned, been in full force and effect, and were wholly unaffected by the issue 
of any of the first-class limited tickets at special rates and under special restrictions 
and conditions provided for in said circular No. 86. 

And defendants allege that the rate of $5.90 heretofore fixed as the fare between San 
Francisco and Fresno, by said Board of Railroad Commissioners, and now in force and 
effect, is fair, reasonable, and just. 

Defendants deny that complainant has been or is in anywise aggrieved by any of the 
acts charged in his complaint against them or either of them. 

And now, having fully answered, defendants pray to be hence dismissed.

The above entitled cause coming on regularly to be heard before the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners of the State of California, at 10 o'clock a. m. on the 4th day of 
May, 1900, the complainant being represented by Frank H. Short, Esq., and A. P. Van 
Duzer, Esq., and the defendants by J. E. Foulds, Esq. 

Testimony, both oral and documentary, was introduced) and after argument by 
counsel, decision was reserved until 2 o'clock p. m. on the 7th day of May, 1900. 

After due consideration of the testimony submitted, and the Commission being fully 
advised in the premises, finds — 

First, that the defendants above named are, and each of them is, and at all times 
mentioned in the complaint has been, a railroad corporation duly incorporated and 
existing as such, and that each of them is, and at all times mentioned in said com- 
plaint has been, a common carrier of freight and passengers within the State of Cali- 
fornia and operating and conducting a line of railroad within said State running from 
the City of San Francisco to the City of Fresno, and elsewhere within the State of Cali- 
fornia, and which railroad so owned, operated, and conducted by said defendants at 
all times herein mentioned have been used and operated by said defendants for the 
purpose of carrying freight and passengers and for the accommodation and convenience 
of the public between said City of San Francisco and said City of Fresno, and elsewhere 
about the State. 

That the San Francisco & San Joaquin Valley Railroad Company is, and at all 
times mentioned in the complaint has been, a corporation duly incorporated and exist- 
ing under the laws of the State of California and transacting business in said State, and 
is, and during all times mentioned in the complaint was, a common carrier of freight 
and passengers within the State of California, and at all times mentioned in the com- 
plaint said corporation has owned, operated, and conducted a line of railroad within 
the State of California from the City of Stockton to the City of Fresno in said State, and 
connected by boat from the City of Stockton to said City of San Francisco, and that the 
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said railroad is now, and at all times mentioned in the complaint has been, engaged as 
a common carrier of freight and passengers between the City of Stockton and the City 
of Fresno, in the State of California, and elsewhere in said State. 

That at all times mentioned in the complaint, the line of road of said San Francisco 
& San Joaquin Valley Railroad commenced at a point in the San Joaquin Valley 
south of Fresno, running northerly to the City of Stockton, which was its northern 
terminus, and the nearest point to the City of San Francisco, upon its said line of rail- 
road. That a line of steamers owned by an independent proprietor plied between the 
cities of Stockton and San Francisco, connecting with the said line of railroad, and 
transported freight and passengers of said Company, between Stockton and San Fran- 
cisco, at and for a rate of fare and freight fixed by, and collected by and for the 
proprietors of said line of steamers, and that any through rates between points on the 
line of said San Francisco & San Joaquin Valley Railroad, quoted or collected by said 
Company, were made by adding to the rate established upon said railroad between 
Stockton and the several stations thereon, the rate charged by said steamer line for 
transportation between San Francisco and Stockton. 

That during all the times mentioned in the complaint the defendant Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company also owned, and defendant Southern Pacific Company operated, under 
lease, a line of railroad commencing at Stockton and running south to, and beyond 
Fresno, which said railroad also connected at Stockton with a line of steamers running 
to San Francisco. 

That long prior to the 18th day of July, 1898, each of said companies, for the accom- 
modation of the public, issued through tickets between Fresno and San Francisco, via 
Stockton, enabling holders thereof to be transported on said respective lines of steam- 
boats between San Francisco and Stockton, in addition to their transportation over 
their said railroads between Fresno and Stockton. That the San Francisco & San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad fixed a rate of $3.60 between Fresno and Stockton, and added 
15 cents for transportation by boat from Stockton to San Francisco, making a full charge 
of $3.75. 

That long prior to the 18th day of July, 1898, the rate of fare on the defendants' road 
between Fresno and Stockton, as established by the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
of the State of California, and ever since has remained, and still is, at the rate of $3.75, 
and no reduction thereof or addition thereto has ever been made by either of these 
defendants, the only tickets by said companies issued by each of them at less than $3.75 
being special limited first-class tickets, which were sold at the rate of $3.60 each, or if 
including said transportation on said steamer lines between San Francisco and Stockton 
at the raie of $3.75. 

That all other passengers, except those purchasing the special limited first-class 
tickets over the defendants' said railroad line, are in addition to the regular rate of $3.75 
charged the full fare on the steamer lines between Stockton and San Francisco, if they 
travel thereon. 

That said lines of railroad and steamboat lines were competing lines, and competition 
was in full operation and maintained long before and subsequent to the 18th day of 
July, 1898, and ever since has been and is still in full operation. 

That on the 18th day of July, 1898, defendants issued their circular No. 86, a full 
schedule of rate of fare for passengers between the City of San Francisco and the vari- 
ous points in the State of California, including the rate for one special limited first-class 
passenger ticket from the City of San Francisco to the City of Fresno, and a like rate 
for such special limited first-class ticket from the City of Fresno to the City of San 
Francisco, for the sum of, and at the rate of $3.75 for trip one way. And from and after 
July 18, 1898, and up to and including March 22, 1900, the said defendants continued to 
sell such tickets between said cities of Fresno and San Francisco at the rate aforesaid. 

That on and for many years prior to said 18th day of July, 1898, the rate as fixed and 
established by the defendants for a first-class unlimited ticket between the City of San 
Francisco and the City of Fresno was $5.90. 

That on the 18th day of July, 1898, the defendants issued its circular No. 86, instruct- 
ing its agents at various points along its line, including the City of Fresno, to place on 
sale a first-class special limited ticket good for one continuous passage on the date sold, 
at a rate of $3.75 for an all-rail passage between the City of Fresno and the City of San 
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Francisco and the City of San Francisco to the City of Fresno. Said special limited 
first-class ticket being subject to the following conditions: 

"In consideration of this ticket being sold at a less rate than the regular, full, first- 
class rate, the purchaser hereby agrees that it will not be good for passage after the date 
stamped on the back by the agent, and that it shall become ' Void ' if not presented for passage 
on the trip for which sold." 

44 Agents will in no case extend time on this ticket." 

"If more than one date is given thereon, it will not be received for passage by 
conductor." 

44 In case of error on part of agent, or question of doubt, between holder and conduc- 
tor, pay latter 1 s claim, take his receipt, and all errors or irregularities reported to the 
general office will receive prompt attention.

That then, and thereupon, the agents of the defendants at the cities of Fresno and 
San Francisco, respectively, placed upon sale the said tickets, and the said rate of $3.75 
between the said cities became and continued to be an established rate for passage 
between said cities, until and including the 22d day of March, 1900, when, and upon 
which date, by circular A 230 of the defendants, said special limited first-class rate was 
withdrawn, and thereafter the said defendants discontinued the sale of said special 
limited first-class tickets at the rate of $3.75 between said cities. 

That during all of the times mentioned in the complaint, the defendants kept on sale 
and sold to passengers who demanded the same, at the City of Fresno and the City of 
San Francisco, a first-class unlimited ticket at the rate of $5.90, and that between the 
said 18th day of July, 1898, and the 22d day of March, 1900, with the exception of about 
three months, one or more of said tickets were sold at the City of Fresno to passengers 
desiring to travel by rail over defendants' all-rail line to the City of San Francisco. 

That circular No. A 230, above mentioned, withdrawing the said special limited first- 
class ticket between the City of San Francisco and the City of Fresno at the rate of 
$3.75, was issued without the consent of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the 
State of California, and that said rate was withdrawn without the consent of said Board, 
and that the consent of the said Board has never been obtained authorizing the defend- 
ants to withdraw said rates. 

That the fixing and establishing of said rate of $3.75 between the City of Fresno and 
the City of San Francisco, and the City of San Francisco and the City of Fresno, was for 
the purpose of competing with the San Francisco <fe San Joaquin Valley Railroad, and 
the establishment of said rate and the sale of tickets in pursuance thereof had ttie effect 
and did divert to the all-rail line of the defendants the greater portion of the travel 
between the said cities respectively. 

Conclusions of Law. 

It follows from the foregoing findings as a conclusion of law that the withdrawal of 
the rate of $3.75 established by the defendants, from the City of San Francisco to the 
City of Fresno, and from the City of Fresno to the City of San Francisco, without the 
consent of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California, is in viola- 
tion of the provisions of Section 20 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State of 
California. And so we find. 

It is therefore ordered that the Attorney-General of the State be requested to prepare 
an order to be promulgated by this Commission in accordance with and in pursuance 
of the findings and conclusions of law.

tion of the provisions of Section 20 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State of 
California. And so we find."

" It is further ordered that the Attorney-General of the State be requested to prepare 
an order to be promulgated by this Commission in accordance with and in pursuance of 
these findings and conclusions of law."

ORDER OF THE BOARD. 

Before the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California. 

John C. Moore, Plaintiff, 

vs. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
(a corporation), and the Southern

Defendants. 

Be it remembered that this case came on regularly to be heard before the Board on 
the 4th day of May, 1900, plaintiff appearing in person and by his attorneys, Frank H. 
Short and A. P. Van Duzer, and the defendant appearing by its attorney, J. E. Foulds. 

Witnesses were duly sworn and examined, and evidence, both oral and documentary, 
was introduced, and submitted to the Board for decision, and the Board having duly 
and fully considered the same, and filed its findings and conclusions herein : 

Now, therefore, said findings and conclusions and the premises considered, it is by 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California here now ordered, 
adjudged, and decreed, that the action of said defendant, the Southern Pacific 
Company, in lowering its rate for the transportation of passengers between the said 
City of San Francisco and the City of Fresno was for the purpose of competing with 
another common carrier within the State of California, to wit : The San Francisco & 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad Company; that after lowering its said rates and placing 
tickets on sale at said rate of $3.75, and issuing said circular of July 18, 1898, fixing and 
establishing said rate of $3.75, and continuing the same in force for the purpose afore- 
said until and including the 20th day of March, 1900, the action of said defendant, said 
Southern Pacific Company, in increasing its said rates for passenger fare between said 
cities from said standard, without the consent of this Board, was and is in violation of 
the provisions of Section 20 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State of California, 
and was and is in violation of law, null, and void. 

And it is further ordered, adjudged, and decreed, that the action of said defend- 
ant, The Southern Pacific Company, a corporation, in so raising its rates from said 
standard of $3.75, was and is illegal, null, and void; and the said defendant, said

circular raising said rates, and to restore and provide such rate of $3.75 for such pas- 
senger fare between said points, at the same rate and in the same manner as the same 
existed on and prior to the withdrawal on the 22d day of March, 1900.

and are intermediate between the said cities of Los Angeles and San Francisco, by rea- 
son of the fact that the said freight rates are not proportionate to nor in accordance 
with the relative distances between Los Angeles and the said intermediate towns, and 
the said distances between San Francisco and the said intermediate towns, and that by 
reason of said disproportionate rates and discrimination, the plaintiff corporation, and 
the members thereof, are suffering great damage and loss of business, and pray for relief 
therein. 

Summons having been duly issued and served — 

Defendants filed a demurrer to plaintiff's complaint, and by stipula- 
tion between counsel it was agreed than the questions involved therein 
be submitted to the Commission on briefs.

Dear Sir : We wish your official opinion upon the following points : 

The Board has under consideration the approval and adoption of a schedule of 
passenger fares proposed by the Santa Fe" Railway Company for its San Joaquin Division 
between San Francisco and Bakers field, and intermediate points, on its said division,, 
and this Board is requested to approve the same. 

The rate proposed by the Santa F6 Railway Company corresponds with the rate now 
being charged by the Southern Pacific Company over its San Joaquin Division. 

Now, does any legal reason exist why the Board should not proceed to adjust passen- 
ger rates over said Santa Fe" Railway Company's line as requested by it, in view of the 
pendency in the Supreme Court of the case of Moore vs. the said Southern Pacific Com- 
pany? Or, would the fixing of rates at a lower rate, if such should be the judgment of 
the Board, than those now charged by the said Southern Pacific Company, over its said 
San Joaquin Division, in anywise, in your opinion, injuriously reflect upon the ques- 
tions now involved in the said case of Moore vs. The Southern Pacific Company? 

This Board is in receipt of a communication from Mr. Frank H. Short, your associate 
in said case, in which he raises the questions as above indicated, and upon which we 
now desire your written opinion. We herewith enclose a copy of Mr. Short's letter. 

If convenient, please answer this request and file your opinion, on or before 10 o'clock 
A. m. 13th inst. 

The Attorney-General replied as follows: 

San Francisco, December 13, 1900. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of California, Chronicle- 
Building, San Francisco: 

Gentlemen : Referring to your communication of December 10, 1900, wherein you 
ask if any legal reason exists why the Board of Railroad Commissioners should not 
proceed to adjust passenger rates over the Santa Fe* Railway Company's lines as 
requested by it, considering the pendency in the Supreme Court of this State of the 
case of Railroad Commissioners vs. Southern Pacific Company, popularly known as the- 
"Fresno rate case," permit me to say that I have been absolutely unable to give the 
subject-matter of your communication any consideration within the few days since its 
receipt by this office. You will recall that immediately upon the receipt of your com- 
munication I wrote you to the effect that I would probably be unable to answer the 
same fully within the time requested by you. 

I am exceedingly anxious that nothing should be done, either by this office or by yours, 
to in any manner jeopardize the interests of the people in the Fresno rate case now await- 
ing decision in the Supreme Court of this State. That case was submitted for decision 
on the 7th day of September, 1900, and we may therefore assume that a decision will 
soon be reached therein. Nothing of greater importance to the State of California in 
relation to the great problem of transportation has ever been the subject of judicial 
investigation than the questions arising out of the above case. In fact, the very life of 
your honorable body is at stake, and the power of the people through constitutional 
and legislative machinery to control the common carrier of California is at issue. I do- 
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not at this time advise you that you may not, properly and lawfully, proceed with the 
establishment of rates over the lines of the Santa F6 Railway System. I do say, how- 
ever, that I would be much pleased to have you defer such action until I can have a 
little time to more carefully look into the matter.

3. SUeping } Parlor, and Dining Car Companies.— Sleeping cars are operated over this 
company's lines by the Pullman Company, under agreement of April 1, 1900. The 
operations are entirely for account of the Pullman Company and the Southern Pacific 
Company, and its lessor companies have no interest in the net result thereof. By agree- 
ment, the railroad lines operated by this company are to be given sleeping-car service 
equal to that furnished other lines in the United States. 

4. Freight or Transportation Companies or Lines. — ) Copies of these contracts have

6. Steamboat or Steamship Companies. — ) Commission. 

7. Telegrapn Lines. — Telegraph lines are operated jointly by Western Union Telegraph 
Co. and this company, under contracts entered into by the several lessor companies. 
The telegraph lines of the South Pacific Coast Railway Co. are operated jointly with the 
Pacific Postal Telegraph Cable Co. 

9. Other Contracts. — The Central Pacific Railroad, the Southern Pacific Railroad, and 
the Oregon & California Railroad each received aid in its construction from the United 
States, and is subject by the Acts granting such aid to certain restrictions and conditions 
regarding the transportation of freight, passengers, and mails. These Acts of Congress 
constitute contracts between the railroads and the United States.

From Southern Pacific Railroad Company to Southern Pacific Company, in conjuction 
with tbe roads of the companies named below. For 99 years from March 1, 1885. Lessee 
to receive rents and profits and pay expenses of operation, maintenance, taxes, and 
interest on bonded and floating debt. Net profits to be apportioned between lessor and 
lessee as follows: S. P. R. R. Co. (of California), 44% ; S. P. R. R. Co. (of Arizona), 10% ; 
S. P. R. R. Co. (of New Mexico), 6% ; M. L. & T. R. R. & S. S. Co., 23% ; Louisiana West- 
ern Co., 7%. The remaining 10% accrues to Southern Pacific Company, lessee. 

From Northern Railway Company to Southern Pacific Company. For 99 years from 
July 1, 1888. Lessee to operate the property and pay expenses of operation, mainte- 
nance, taxes, corporation expenses, and interest on bonds and floating debt. Betterments 
and additions charged to lessor. Net profits to be apportioned as follows : 6% of its 
capital stock to be paid to lessor ; balance to be retained by lessee. 

From Northern California Railway Company to Southern Pacific Company. For 40 
years from June 1, 1889. Lessee to make all expenditures, including betterments and 
interests on funded debt and sinking fund. Balance, if any, to lessee. 

From California Pacific Railroad Company to Southern Pacific Company. For 50 years 
from November 1, 1886, subject to change at the expiration of each period of five years 
upon demand of either party thereto. Lessee to operate property and receive income 
therefrom; to pay expenses of operation, maintenance and taxes; betterments and 
additions, and interest on bonded and floating debt and sinking fund and administra- 
tion expenses charged to lessor.

This rental 
is included in the income Account of the Southern Pacific Company (lessee), being a par- 
tial offset to the interest on the bonds issued by the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
Sany on this portion of its road, payment of which is assured by the Southern Pacific 
ompany, as lessee. t

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Important Changes During the Year. 

An agreement was entered into with the United States, whereby the indebtedness of 
this company, on account of principal and interest on bonds issued in aid of construc- 
tion of the road, was on February 1, 1899, fixed at $58,812,715.48. 

Under the terms of this agreement, the company executed its twenty promissory 
notes of even date, payable on or before the expiration of each successive six months 
for ten years, each note being for the principal sunt of $2,940,635.78 and bearing interest 
at the rate of 3% per annum, payable semi-annually. These notes to be secured by the 
pledge of $58,820,000, face value, First Refunding Mortgage 4% gold bonds, to be issued 
by this company, or Us successor company having title to its railroads and properties, 
such bonds to be a part of an issue of $100,000,000, in all, one- twentieth part of the 
$58,820,000 bonds pledged to be held as security for each of said notes. 

The Refunding Bonds, so to be pledged, shall be delivered to the Treasurer of the 
United States within a reasonable time after this settlement, and ten months from 
delivery of said notes is declared to be prima facie such reasonable time ; but on the 
other hand, should reorganization or readjustment be delayed by the pendency of 
judicial proceedings for the purpose of enabling the company which is to make the 
new mortgage to execute and deliver Refunding Bonds, or be delayed by adverse litiga- 
tion, such period is -to be correspondingly increased, but such period shall not do 
extended for any cause whatever for more than three years from the date of the agree- 
ment, except upon the written approval of the President of the United States. 

The First Refunding Mortgage 4% gold bonds are to run for at least forty-five years, 
and to bear interest at the rate of 4% per annum, payable semi-annually, and are to be 
payable, principal and interest, in gold coin of the United States, and are not to exceed 
the sum of $100,000,000 face value, secured by mortgage upon all the railroads, equip- 
ment, and terminals now owned by the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 

When the Central Pacific Railroad Company, or its successor company, shall have 
delivered to the Treasurer of the United States said Refunding Bonds secured as afore- 
said, then the lien in favor of the United States shall immediately vest in, and it is, 
upon the happening of that event, transferred to the trustee of the mortgage securing 
such Refunding Bonds as security for the entire issue of such bonds. 

The lands granted to the Central Pacific Railroad Company and the California & 
Oregon Railroad Company are not covered by the mortgage securing such Refunding 
Bonds. Upon delivery to the Treasurer of the United States of said Refunding Bonds 
secured as aforesaid, all rights, interest, and claims of the United States in, to, and in 
respect to, such lands shall cease and determine.

Contracts, Agreements, Etc. 

Wells, Fargo & Company's Express. — The Atchison System contract with the WeJJs 
Fargo & Company's Express covers the Southern California line. The Express Company 
pays a certain percentage of its gross earnings from business carried over this com- 
pany's line, and guarantees that such percentage shall not be less than a fixed amount 
per annum. 

United States Mails. — United States mails are carried under the usual postoffice regu- 
lations of the United States Government. 

The Pullman Company.— The cars are owned by the Pullman Company, which receives 
all earnings and pays the running expenses. The Railway Company furnishes ice, 
water, fuel, and oil, and pays the Pullman Company a fixed mileage rate for cars 
operated on the line of the Railway Company. When the revenue received by the 
Pullman Company from sale of seats and berths shall equal or exceed a fixed amount 
per annum, then the payment of the fixed mileage shall cease. 

Traffic contracts with Los Angeles Terminal Railway Company, Los Angeles & 
Redondo Railway Company, and Southern Pacific Company; also with other fines in 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe" System, and Santa F6, Prescott & Phoenix Railway 
Company. 

Traffic contracts with Pacific Coast Steamship Company, and California & Oriental 
Steamship Company. 

Western Union Telegraph Company. — All telegraph lines and appliances thereto along 
the line of the railway are owned jointly with the Western Union Telegraph Company. 
Costs of repairs are borne jointly by the two companies. The Railway Company has 
free use of the wires for its own business, pays salaries for operators, furnishes office 
room, light, and heat, retaining as compensation for such expense a percentage of 
receipts from commercial business. 

Sunset Telephone and Telegraph Company. — Customary short term contracts, at differ- 
ent rates per month, for telephone service furnished in various offices of the Company.

The lease under which this company operates the line from near Needles to Mojave, 
California, 242.61 miles, property oi the Southern Pacific Railroad Company of Cali- 
fornia, known as the Mojave Division, became effective from September 1, 1898, and 
retroactive to July 1, 1897.

Sleeping % Parlor, and Dining Cars.— With Pullman's Palace Car Company. The cars 
are owned by the Pullman's Palace Car Company, which receives all the revenue from 
the sale of seats and berths and pays the running expenses. The railway company fur- 
nishes ice, water, fuel, and oil, and pays the Pullman's Palace Car Company fixed 
mileage for cars operated on line of railway company. When the revenue received by 
the Pullman's Palace Car Company from sale of seats and berths shall exceed a fixed 
amount per annum, then payment of fixed mileage shall cease. 

Traffic Contracts.— With the California and Oriental Steamship Company, 8. F., P. <fc 
P. Railway Company, California Eastern Railway, and Randsburg Railway Company, 
and with other lines in the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe* System. 

Telegraph.— With Western Union Telegraph Company. The telegraph line along the 
line of the Santa Fe* Pacific Railroad Company (formerly the Western Division of the 
Atlantic & Pacific Railroad) was constructed jointly by the railroad company and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, the railroad company furnishing the labor and the 
telegraph company the material. Costs of repairs are borne jointly by the two com- 
panies. The railroad has free use of the wires for its own business, pays salaries for 
operators, furnishes office room, light, and heat, retaining as compensation for such 
expense a percentage of receipts from commercial business. 

Telephone.— With Mutual Automatic Telephone Company and Sunset Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. Customary short-term contracts at different rates per month for 
telephone service furnished in various offices of the company.

The San Francisco & North Pacific Railway Company was formed in March, 1889, by 
transfer from the following companies :

Marin & Napa Railroad Company. 

Cloverdale & Ukiah Railroad Company. 

San Francisco & San Rafael Railroad Company. 

The San Francisco & North Pacific Railway Company issued $6,000,000 stock and 
$4,000,000 first mortgage 5 per cent 30-year $1,000 bonds, due January 1, 1919, interest 
payable, commencing July 1, 1889, on the 1st of January and 1st of July. The mort- 
gage further provides for an additional issue of $500,000 on extensions, at the rate of 
not exceeding $26,000 per mile of railroad in excess of the 160 miles already constructed. 
Provision is made for a sinking fund of $25,000 per annum for the purchase of bonds in 
the market at not exceeding 110 and interest. 

The San Francisco & North Pacific Railroad Company (one of the said companies), 
108.5 miles, was incorporated June 29, 1877, and formed by the consolidation of the 
Sonoma & Marin Railroad, chartered November 13, 1874, and the Fulton <fe Guerneville 
Railroad, chartered May 23, 1877. Road opened from Donahue to Santa Rosa, 23 miles, 
January 1, 1870; to Windsor, 9 miles, March 1, 1871; to Grants, 4 miles, April 10, 1871;
